beaten straw on the subject. 
T h e K o | u h lic a n W a r w i c k . 
M onday,—T he debate on the fisheries 
treaty was resum ed in the Senate. Mr. Call 
of Florida spoke in favor of its ratification. 
He argued th at the contention of Mr. Sher­ 
m an (that Hie great bays on tho Canadian 
coast were high seas and public property! 
would apply to the opcn-sea fisheries of 
Florida between Key West and the ma bi­ 
land. a u d io tile coasts of Alaska anti tho 
N orthw est, and would amouli to a surren­ 
der of territorial possession aud jurisdiction 
over a1) that vast line. 
Mr. (fray of Delaware urged the advisa­ 
bility of postponing further considerat on 
of the treaty until a more quiet season, 
w hen there was no political excitem ent. 
T he issues involve d were too m om entous to 
he lightly (lea t w th. Th* fishermen whose 
rights were she subject-m atter of tile treaty 
were pursuing their avocation undisturbed, 
n uder Hie protocol attached to th e treaty. 
Mr. Gray then 
proceeded 
to 
criticise 
a published letter purporting to be from 
Judge C. L. Woodbury, winch stated th at 
the tw elfth article of the treaty gave away 
the right of the S tates to control their ter­ 
ritorial waters. Ile declared th at this was 
an absolute fatuous argum ent, th at it was 
unlavryer-like and nous usical. 
Mr. Beck referred incidentally to the 
d uty on Bessemer steel, by which, he said. 
Mr. Carnegie had been given a bonus of 
S 1.500.01)0. so that bo would carry in his 
carriage throughout .Scotland the W arwick 
of the Republican party, who bad now 
com eback to this country "to belittle all 
th e rest of the Kepubl cans.” 
Mr. George read from the Boston Herald 
the report of a m eeting of the Deep Sea 
Assembly, K. of L., held at Gloucester, at 
which resolutions were passed protesting 
against the fish trust, and favoring com peti­ 
tion as the only rem edy. He asked Mr. 
Hoar if the H erald’s report of the m eeting 
m ight be relied on. 
Mr. Hoar said th at thoro wore a great 
many tilings rn th at paper th a t would very 
m uch m islead anybody, but it would not 
publish a narrative of facts which it did not 
believe to be entirely true. Continuing, lie 
said that the P'Cturo which the assem blage 
of Gloucester K nights of Labor had draw n 
of the fisheries aud the fishery interests 
and of the laooring m en and capitalists of 
M assachusetts was a slander. There was 
n o t a basis of tru th in it. 
Mr. George rose to reply, but on motion of 
M r. Beck the Senate at 6.15 adjourned. 
F o r t i f ic a t io n s BU I. 
Tho House w ent into com m ittee of the 
whole on the fort! heat ion appropriation bill. 
No tim e was consum ed in general debate, 
and th e com m ittee im m ediately proceeded 
to the consideration of th e bill by sections. 
Mr. Tow nshend of Illinois raised a point 
of order against the section providing for a 
gun factory a t W atervliet arsenal, coin end­ 
ing th a t the com m ittee on appropriations 
had no jurisdiction over this subject, but 
th a t it belonged to the com m ittee on m ili­ 
tary affairs. 
Mr. Sayers of Texas 
antagonized the 
point, and quoted from the report of the 
com m ittee on rules at the tim e the present 
code of rules was fram ed, in support of his 
argum ent, th a t the subject-m atter of the 
section was properly under th e jurisdiction 
of the com m ittee on appropriations. 
Tile point of order was conn ated by Mr. 
B utterw ort!! of Ohio and Mr. Ryan of K an­ 
sas. w hile Messrs. Maish of Pennsylvania. 
H ooker of Mississippi and Laird of Xebras 
k a contended th a t it was well ta k e n ; but, 
pending a decision, the com m ittee rose and 
th e House adjourned. 
T r u st a a n d F i s h . 
T u e s d a y .—Mr. R eag an introduced a bill 
In the Senate today to define trusts and to 
provide for the punishm ent of persons con­ 
nected w ith them , or carrying them on, and 
m oved its reference to the cofnm ittee on 
th e judiciary. 
Mr. Reagan also introduced a bill, which 
w as referred to th e com m ittee on com ­ 
m erce, requiring the officers and at least 
three-quarter- of the crew of every United 
States m erchant, whal n g an d fishing ve s d 
to be either native-born or naturalized citi­ 
zens of the United Statt s. 
T he Senate then at 12.20, by a vote of 24 
to 20, resum ed the const*, oration of the 
fisheries treaty in open execu tiv e,session, 
and was addressed by Mr. Morgan. 
In tho discussion of the ain stion of fresh 
fish, Mr. Beck suggested to Mr. Morgan th e 
fact that, while the tariff bill was ponding 
in the House, no New E ngland m ember had 
ventured to offer an am endm ent imposing 
a tax on frosh fish. and th a t therefore tile 
P resident could not under Hie retaliatory 
law) place inhibition on fresh fi*h, but 
w ould have 
(if he interfered w ith the 
C anadian trade at all) to stop the subs dies 
paid ny Canadian railroad com panies to 
railroad companies in Maim* and Vermont. 
Mr. Morgan assented to this prop* aition, 
and rem arked th at the New England sen 
ators arui owners of fishing vessels had 
thought they were putting up the sm artest 
sort of a job in trying to t se the treaty/ 
m aking power and the Presid u t s power to 
issue proclam ations of non-intercourse as a 
m eans of prohibiting the introduction of 
free fish. It was a case of m ere artifice and 
finesse. W hen Mr. Morgan had reached in 
his argum ent the question of ilie protocol of 
1885. arranging a m odus vivendi, ho said 
he woald reserve th e question of th at aud 
o ther discussions till tomorrow. 
T he Senate then re umed consideration 
of legislative business. 
Tho President’s 
veto message on throe pension cases wore 
presented, read ai d referred to the com­ 
m ittee on pensions. This message was re­ 
ferred to tile com m ittee on printing, and 
then, after a very short session, the Senate 
at 5 p. rn. adjourned. 
N o Q u o r u m . 
Mr. Sayers of Texas moved th at the House 
go into com m ittee of the whole for consid­ 
eration of general appropriat on bills. 
Mr. Townshend of Illinois, cham pioning 
the opposition of the m ilitary com m ittee to 
th e fortification bill, stated th at he wished 
th at the deficiency bill should be consid­ 
ered first, the subject of fortifications being 
in conference on the arm y appropriation 
bill. 
Mr. Sayer’s m otion was then carried— 
yeas.

Mr. Beck called attention to tho speech 
recently m ade by Senator Voorhees in Terre 
Haute, asserting th a t Mr. H arrison had 
voted 15 tim es against tile bill to restrict 
Chinese im m igration, and sa d th a t tho 
statem ent *had not been contradicted. He 
denounced the Republicans for keeping tho 
cheapest labor they could find in order to 
p cket the profits and said th a t m achinery 
was, had been and was intended to be the 
protected Am erican laborer.

He would 
say for him self th a t after Senator M erton’* 
report in 1878 or 1871), and after the debate 
iii the Senate in 1870. his m ind was clear 
I hat it was the duty of the governm ent to 
exercise its undoubted power, in th * m ost 
appropriate way (either by treaty or legisla­ 
tion . to secure the prohibition of Chinese 
im m igration.

S a t u r d a y.—In the House today, Mr. Mc- 
Creary of K entucky, from th e com m ittee 
on foreign affairs, reporting for im m ediate 
consideration the Senate bill to prev< n t tho 
com ing of Chinese laborers into the I nited 
States, w ith an am endm ent repealing the 
acts of Alay ii, 1882, and July 5, 1884, the 
repeal to take effect, on tho ratification of 
the pending treaty. 
Mr. M cCleary stated th a t owing to the 
fact th at the Senate had am ended the 
treaty it had to lie returned to C hina for the 
ratification of th a t governm ent, and th at 
it would probably tie the n rsto f next year 
before tile treaty could ne agreed upon. 
The object of the bill, ho said was to 
carry out the provis ons of the treaty as soon 
as it was ratified by both countries.

B a y a r d K n o w s of No Much I n t e n t i o n 
o n t h e P r e s i d e n t ’s P a r t. 
W ash in g to n , Aug. 17.—W ill the Presi­ 
dent w ithdraw tho fisheries treaty before 
the Senate votes upon it? 
W ith as m uch 
certainty as pertains to any prophecy, the 
answer m ay be given in the negative. 
Secretary Bayard was called upon by a 
G lo b e correspondent tonight. 
•‘I have no know ledge,” said the secre­ 
tary, "of any intention to w ithdraw n the 
treaty.” 
Wtien tho correspondent rem arked th at 
he would take th at as an assurance th at 
the treaty would not he withdrawn, th* 
secretary sim p y repeated, according to the 
m anner of diplomacy, ilia' he had no know l­ 
edge of any such intention, further than 
that, of course he could not say about 
w hat was to he done by the President. 
"H aving subm itted the treaty to the 
Senate, it is now w ithin the President’s 
power to w ithdiaw it w ithout the Senate’s 
consent?” the secretary was asked. 
"Yes. it is with u the absolute power of 
the President. He has full control over 
a nom ination or a treaty, or anything else 
which he may subm it to the Senate for 
advice and consent until it has been voted 
on.” 
The secretary said beknow th at Senator 
Morgan had expressed him self as th at if he 
were President ho would w ithdraw the 
treaty, hut still he sa d he had no know l­ 
edge of any intention on the part of tho 
President to w ithdraw it. Senator Morgan, 
the secretary said, hag made a m agnificent 
presentation of the caso to tho Senate and 
shown a very 
com plete aud intim ate 
knowl dgo of the whole subject. 
‘ Assuming th at the treaty will bo re ­ 
jected.” said the secretary, ‘the record now 
stands in such a way tha the Republicans 
will be responsible entirely for its rejection 
and the consequences. It is no trifling m at­ 
ter, but a very grave at a r. I have no 
doubt at all about tho mo: its of tho treaty 
amt no doubt as to w hat the sense of tho 
people of this country will he on the sub­ 
ject.

The Last-Named Ship Crawls Safely 


Into Halifax. 


N KW A* r k, Aug. Iii.- An ocean steam er 
with 13(5 mon," "om en and chi’dren on 
board was speeding oil it.-, way from this 
city to Europe at 4 o’clock Tuesday m orn­ 
ing iii a m urky, foggy atm osphere off the 
(oast of Nova Scotia. The p ssengers were 
all ash ep. Most of the officers were in their 
berths. All wa* well on hoard, and none 
thought of im pending danger. 
Another sri artier, a sister ship, on its way 
to the city,suddenly shows u p —au im m ense 
dark mass. 
The two crash together. 
One vessel is cut in halves. The other 
draws back w ith her hull partly crushed 
in. 
For five m inutes th e sea is covered with 
struggling people. Then there is bu t one 
ship afloat, and JIB hum an beings have 
sunk fo:ever beneath tho ocean. 
Some people still swim al out, 35 in all. 
and they are picked up by the reu anting 
but alm ost helpless vessel. She Hies her 
signal of distress. A nother ocean voyager 
sees them , takes all the rescued passengers 
off tho injured vessel, which then starts 
feebly for H alifax, w hile Hie third steam er 
comes on to New York, and yesterday was 
safely tied to lier w harf t Hoboken 
It is a terrible story of the fortunes of 
those who go down to the sea in slips. It 
was the s eam er W ielamkof the Ham burg 
pa ket line w h cli brought the sad news to 
the city. 
I’lie ill fated spanish ip was the 
Geiser of the Thing valla I ne. and Hie ves 
sol which ran hor down was the steam r 
I hingvalla of the same line. So terrible 
was the shock that the victim s were strug­ 
gling in tho w ater bolero they had shaken 
off their sleep. 
The collision took Tdace shortly after t 
o’clock Tuesday morning, at a point 30 
miles south of bable island, and about 
T w o H u n d r e d Milos fr o m H a lif a x . 
Tile T hingvalla iA.s on her way from 
Capenhagen to New York, and had on 
board 485 passengers and a full« row. The 
Geiser left Hoboken 
last Saturday 
for 
Copenhagen w ith 94 passengers and a crew 
of 60. The saved include only 14 of the 
form er aud 21 of the hitter, the tirst officer, 
who was in charge of tho vessel at tho 
time, being am ong the lost. 
From the stories of the survivors it is

foggy. 
Vt the w orst it was a little h a 'y . 
ll w far off ought a st ain er’s la m o sto b e 
seen ■ ti such a m orning? A captain of a 
coasting steam er, who was passing along 
the coast. 70 milos distant, at the tim e of 
the collision, says tile Goisur’s lights ought 
to have been seen three or four m iles off. 
He saw in* fog th a t night, and the rain th at 
lei! would not, prevent a steam er’s lights 
being seen fully three miles oft. 
Now Captain 
Laub distinctly affirms 
that Hie lights of both steam ers wore up at 
tho tim e of the collision. How, then, (id 
the accident happen? Hue captain said to 
your correspondent, “Did vou ever think 
th at all the great (S'can disasters happen 
just before or just after 4 o’clock 'n the 
m orning?

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AROUND THE FARM. 


W IA T E R W H EA T. 


T it* H eat W ay to P ra p a r* th e Grown*! 
fo r It. 
The best tray to prepare th e ground for 
w heat (winter wheat, of course), on my 
farm is to plough a heavy clover sod in tho 
spring, as soon as it is dry enough to 
crum ble w hen turned, and th* n work it 
as often as once a week on the average all 
sum m er. The harrow and cultivator, etc., 
will do the working, and all the weeds tire 
kept down. Perhaps I should say th at dur­ 
ing this season of p:coaration I crow a crop 
of early potatoes on the ground, and get 
$7."> to SIGO an acre for them . I do not know 
of any better preparation. 
P erhaps tho 
next tx st way would be to grow corn for en ­ 
silage w hile working the ground. Out the 
com close to the ground, and th e disc or 
cutaw ay harrow will fit th e soil best. I 
n e v e r plough potato stubble for wheat. In 
a dry day the disc harrow will bronk tip dry 
vines. I find no difficulty in breaking thorn 
so as to use the sm oothing harrow last. 
A fter the sm oothing harrow conies the 
roller. One may roll as m uch as he pleases 
w hile preparing the ground, provided it is 
dry when tho roller is used. h u t my experi­ 
ence is against rolling after sowing, as a 
general nile. 
I have known a season when 
it would have helped the w heat to get a 
start.it was so dry : but it is seldom th at one 
will have any trouble in this way if he 
m akes the ground very fine and firm. 
I have grown lh s I- n it 
w heat for m any 
years, and know of no other kind yet that 
is as nearly perfect for my soil—a strong 
loam , well drained. 
All my large crops of w heat have been 
from broadoasUfiowing. " itll a seeder a t­ 
tached to a sulky cultivator. B ut I am not 
saying th a t they would not have been ’list 
as good if i ut in w ith a drill. 
For my 
drained soil I doubt w hether it m akes any 
diderence which toot is used for n u ttin g in 
th e crop. A drill was tried one year and 
the wheat was more w inter killed th an 
usual, owing to the season of course. 
The drill is a nice tool. and but for th e 
cost I should get one. I raise but 12 acres 
of wheat a year, ami a ? I a seeder attach ­ 
m ent has answered m y purpose, lf I r - 
m em ber correctly, there were live season! 
in succession in which I averaged Jtf>bushels 
per aero from this m ethod of sowing. I 
think there are m any other things more 
im portant than the way w heat is put in. 
AS lth tither condit ens all right, cue can 
sow by hand and raise 40 bushels per 
acre. 
No fertili cr cr 
m anure ol 
any 
kind is ever a s ta directly tor wheat. AH 
th e m anure I have is put on the clover sod 
fur potatoes. 
W hat the potatoes leave, and 
iv hat the constant tillage of th e season pro­ 
duces or renders aval able i, all th at is safe 
en iuv soil, and frequently mo. e than is 
safe. My crops som etim es get down I adly. 
if I were a k e d to tell in four words the 
m ost poss hie as to how I had grown such 
crops of wheat the answ er would he "clover 
sod ami til age.” I know m en who have 
inst as good land as I and who I ny and use 
fertili-ere. amt still they come out behind 
at harvest t me. ami the tum ble lies iii 
these few words. 
Tim othy sod and half 
preparation will never bring t ho bushels 
per acre (titer tilings being equal, that 
clover sod aim thorough and long continued 
tillage will. But in saying the above I would 
not o\ erlook niv tight studio floors and about- 
) 0 loads of good m anure per acre, th at goon 
the clover sihI. There are plenty ut iarm ­ 
ers who waste half of t heir m anure and buy 
fertilizers and com plain th at tan n in g does 
no; pay. 
I have tried different quantities of seed 
per acre, ail the way from one bushel to 
tw o ami a I alf. aud have settled down on 
about one bushel and four quarts for my 
sod. M ne seed brings no m ore w heat, hut 
more and weaker straw . 
But w ith tins 
sm all quantity we w ant to smv early, say 
about rent. H. The seed receives no treat­ 
m ent lefore sow in t except a 
thorough 
♦-caning. 
N othing b u t perfectly 
clean 
wheat is ever sown. W heat never turns to 
chi ss on my firm . be a use thoro is no chess 
seed iii the soil, amt I never sow any. 
I sometimes toll iii the Suring if the 
plants are throw n out m uch, hut nevi r h a r­ 
row. because the only perfectly sure lim e to 
sow clover seed. ami always get a catch, is 
about the first of March, w ith me, and h ar­ 
rowing itfter tile ground got div enough 
would injure tho c lo cr. I have know n 
m any to sow th ir seed aft- r harrow ing, 
and very dry weatt or m ine 1 the catch. In 
in years I have n 'v e r once failed w ith tho 
seed sown on the surface early and left for 
the freezing ami thaw ng t i cover. < )u my 
so I I sin nill not <• ii ct any great rein rn. 
from bari owing any w.<y, b u t on the h e a v y 
clays farm ers soul tim es g it good results 
from tins treatm en t: th a t is, in the form of 
wheat. But I . an never harrow , as I would 
not sow w heat without clover seed wi ii it 
at th e tim e that it is most, liable to catch. To 
sow vv In at alone w ithout chiv or seed would 
In* as foolish tor me as to haul potatoes tit 
A Kl on w it i < no hor: o while tim other was 
it ami in *. iii tho barn. 
I speak 1 1 clover alo n e; but I usually sow 
a little tim othy, t a. I then get more aud 
better hay; at any rate I can cure it better; 
but clover is tho im portant plant and is 
riven the bt st cl anre If one w ants to give 
die tim othy the best chance, lie should 
jew it in the fall when drilling th e wheat. 
lf he w ants to give the d o v er and who t 
tho l*est chance lie had better sow at th e 
sum? time, he does Ids clover Reed iii tho 
early spring. I say at the same tim e ; but I 
sow each kind -oruraiolv w ith a Gaboon 
liaml-s eder 
When tim othy seed is sown 
iii the f ill. if tlie w h eat win er kiks at all. 
the tim othy gels the start and iho wheat 
am ounts to little. I ca i * how many acres 
around here in inst that fix today. Now. 
supposing they sowed c.o v er-red on there 
in the spring, it was almost like sowing on a 
turf, the tim othy Jiad got such a start. 
lh-SU It, little wheat, plenty of tnno by and 
clover seed, m ostly wasted. I want w heat 
first when I sow it. and therefore letifihave 
th e gri rind to itself until spring. Then I 
w ant clover next; so I sow it. not on a 
young sod. but on hare ground, ami a little 
tim othy with it; given an (pen chance, it 
will boid its own. I w ant a little tim thy to 
work into the clover here and there, as it 
ran find a spot thin enough, aud I get it. 
Last year and this I cut more than three b g 
loads to the acre cf such hav from newly- 
seeded 'and I have no other) fields: there 
was no tim othy in tho wheat, and tie* sec­

I f any of your readers have had experience 
iii spreading st* aw on clover or on a w heat 
field seeded tai clover, to be ploughed under, 
I would like to have them tell how m uch 
straw they could puton and plough the crop 
under handily. If a load of straw can he 
m ade to do as m uch good as th at did last 
fall, when p u t orifafi a m ulch. I shall ccr- 
t ai ii Iv use a good m al th at way in the fu­ 
ture. and not bother to work it into m anure 
at tim i arn. 
To be sure this was but a single experi­ 
m en t: bu there* is no chance for a m istake 
Tim outride lino of the st aw was irregu ar.

I am quite inclined to draw a few 
loads of straw over to this field this fall, and 
nom ad over the yo.m g clover, if I find out 
th at I can plough it under w ithout trouble 
next fall or the spring following. This field 
is some distance from tho barn, and it is 
quite unhandy lo take m anure over there.

THE POULTRY YARD. 


A Few Suggestions na to Late Hatched 
Chickens, 
A prom inent w riter on poultry m atters 
says; “Som advocate setting hens In Au­ 
gust and Septem ber. I have never found 
ttiis profitable. T he cold comes on before 
the chickens are properly feathered out, 
am M hey usually succum b to tim weather, 
or drag out a m iserable existence, en­ 
gendering disease th a t extends to older 
poultry.” 
I ani one of those who advocate sotting 
liens ii .July and A ngust, and also, if a few 
conveniences an* a t hand, the first two 
weeks of Septem ber. 
In tim early sp rin t, w hile snow is yet fly­ 
ing end Urn ground Im en, lim thrifty 
housew ife 
becomes an 
"early chicken 
crank, ’ and she resorts to a I sorts of exne- 
di lits to induce a lion or tw oto sit. iii order 
th a t she m ay have c.arlv chickens for her 
table. Owing to th e cold and changeable 
w eather prevailin at th at reason the hatch 
is tallier unsatisfactory, the hen usually 
com ing off w ith four or five etiicss. 
But 
th *, are p ro 'ut s iii her eve*, and she will 
spend rn re tim e in coddling and caring tor 
those ievv chickens than would be required 
to raise a full hundred a few weens later. 
As the spring m onths na^s lier enthusiasm 
for hatching chickens wanes, and thence­ 
forth she devotes m uch of her surplus tim e 
and cnorgv to breaking up liens that w ant 
to sit. In the fall she lins a lot of f ill-grown 
chickens, big. fat and greasy g> od enough 
for m arket, b u t not a single one or two 
pound broiler on Hie place. If a m em ber of 
th e fam ily is taken sick, and happens to 
lat.cy that chicken would be relishable, silo 
m ust slaughter a lour or five pound fat, 
coarse-ineatod fowl in order to get three or 
four ounces of m eat for the invalid, who 
finds it 11 not half so toothsom e as lie ex­ 
po ted. Now, if silo baa been wise enough 
to set a few hens a1 nag through tliesuinm er. 
she would have a nice. tender little one or 
two pound chicken tiiat alm ost any invalid 
would relish. 
I m ake a practice of setting ono lien a 
week, if I cen got them to sit during duly, 
August and the first t o weeks of Septum 
ber and I have a supply of nice ‘.-priug 
chickens” until w inter sets in. They are 
not particularly profitable, from a pecan ary 
point of view. aud they would prove a dead 
loss if I undertook to w inter them , b u t I 
find them deliciousl} eatable, so m uch so 
th a t their lives are invariably festive and 
bi lef. 
'I hose hatched in August and Septem ber 
are neve.- allowed to run w ith the lien. 
They are taken from lu r just as sc.: n a- 
hatched, and placed in a close, w arm , dry 
coo >, with • ma.I run attached 
H ere they 
are kent and well fed until large enough to 
run about and catcli 
grcsshop e s 
and 
worms, when they are allowed the m n of 
the garden, being fed three tim es a day 
w ith cornm eal m ush, m ilk curds and w hole 
wheat. The crop is always closed at it (Hit. 
and ihe little fellows get along qu.te as 
com fortably as 
w ith a 
hen until c o d 
w eather sets in, usually ab* u t the first week 
of December, when they an? rem oved to a 
24-foot greenhouse, which is used for grow­ 
ing early cabbage and other plants n early 
spring, and he for • tho;/ D ’rly learn w hat 
cold w eather is they are dished up on the 
table. 
I form erly allowed theso late-hatched 
chicks to run w ith tho lien, and they were 
dragg. d about through w et grass, brush and 
weeds, and I invariably lost O 'cr hall of 
them by verm in and disease. T im s' that 
did Jive never marie a satisfactory grow th, 
being stunted, poor and tough. Bul since I 
began to raise them in a warm coop and 
feed them well I have lost very few. They 
are healthy and strong, and grow as rapidly 
as those hatched in the spring. 
Then* is, cf course, considerable differ­ 
ence respecting hardiness and rapidity of 
grow th in tho cli ere ut breeds. A Brahm a 
chick grows v cry fast when kept iii a warm 
place and well fed, 
lid if attains quito a 
large size before I is f a ir f e a th e r e d . A 
Flym en h Bock h atlicis well while small. 
and I have had fall cliicks of this breed 
th a t were fully feathered when no larger 
than "mails. A Leghorn will leather the 
quickest, hut it is ut th e expense of m eat. 
A cross between Brahm a and Fly’m outh 
lh ck has proved tho most 
satisfactory, 
growing rapidly and feathering out enough 
i y tim tim e they weigh I to I • .■ pounds to 
lcok more like chicken than egg.

M ulching W h e a t and Clover. 
In one of my fields there is an acre or 
m ore of laud w ith a northw estern exposure 
w here w heat generally w inter kills more or 
less. usually more. Only a few rods from 
this point the land slopes to the East, and 
s som ewhat sheltered by an orchard to the 
westward. Here w heat never fa Is of being 
i good crop. On Hie first m entioned spot. 
lox ever. exposure is not the only trouble; 
the lait J seem s to Ie n a tu ra l} 'poorer and 
rn. re clayey. 
Vt» ll. la t fall. just before w inter set in. I 
took a notion to try m ulching w ith w heat 
p. yaw a portion of t b s poor exposed spot. 
We drew < vei ami spread on about hail <f 
t a very light coat ot straw ; nor enough 
iveu to Ii do the wheat, which was sm all and 
'cehie. owing j artly to Hie tact th at th.* 
;m uud was alm ost as dry as powder. VYo 
look pains to spread this very eve iii... Two 
si* titre-* tim es in the sp ing I w ent over to 
ice if the von Cat was any better where tho 
draw was put ii, and failed to see th at it 
sr s much if any. 'This s;x t is w here I do 
not h a e occasion to go except on nu pose, 
and T hinking tho stra 
m ulch was a failure 
I stayed away and paid no more attention to 
it. 
Moon after w heat headed out we had a 
Kieat storm , and when the boys turned the 
horses out after supper I told them lo wo 
over by the back part of the w heat field and 
see th at the fence was all light. 
W in n 
they came lr wk mv sen says: "W hy, pa, did 
you I now th a t w heat was ever so much bet­ 
ter w here we put the straw ? < inc eau see it 
in the n ig h t.” (It was then dark.) hoover 
I w ent ii" tile m orning, and. sure enough, 
me could trace to an inch just where ti.e 
-'tray.' was w ithout looking at Hie ground. 
I A v.„ • .-he lair w heat for such land and 
Ruch a season, w hile the rest of die spot had 
nothing on worth speaking cf. 
.Looking closely I s o n discovered alioth r 
tiling, and ibis was th a t tiler.* was a heavy, 
rank grow th cf young clove'-, from seed 
sown in the spring. < ii Hie m ulched land. 
and a very feeble and thin grow th on the 
rest of v im poor, bleak land. Today you 
may stand off 50 rods on a hill th at over­ 
looks this field, aud you can see this 
m ulched portion looking green and thrifty, 
and the rest. as vie wed from this distance, 
a most out rely hare. 
You would certainly 
th in k th at IO or more loads of m anure had 
been spiead on this land, instead of half a 
load, uerlta s, of dry straw. How on earth 
did so m uch benefit come from this verv 
si gilt cove; ing? There is so little straw 
now th at it docs not half cover Hie ground. 
You mm bt walk across the field and not 
notie it. 
I had 20 tons of straw in the b a rn ; would 
I bai I had covered tho entire field! In a 
field to Le put in w heat this fall there is an 
exposed place which will be m ulched. I 
i o u d cover ail my wlmat lu r th a t the 
straw would probably not decay noiigli not 
to rake un in tile hav tin* > ear ait r tho field 
was iii w heat. I could plough it under w ith 
th e d o v er, if it was not too heavy a coat. 
< if ail t he jobs ever undertaken, we go: m u 
th e worst Hie other day when trying to 
plough under our quai tei-aere straw berry 
paten, which had been heavily uiulchcd 
w ith straw 
The vines had grown until no 


working on dowers. On discovering a bee 
oi en th Ld at the bottom cf Hie box and 
place tho box over the dow ers; the bee will 
then rise to the top and com e iii contact 
with the glass lid, and in trying to get out 
lie gets ever o n .your feeder and finds the 
sweets, to w iden ho will help him e f. Now 
cli se the lantern, and, w hile lie is taking a 
S 'uare m eal out of vour bait, gently slide 
off Hie lid so as not to disturb him . A tter lie 
gets his load he will rise into tile air and 
m ake three or four circles, after which- he 
will take a straight “ bee line” to his home. 
lait the hunting box rem ain as near the 
sam e place as possible, but it should be ele­ 
vated about as ii gh as your head. Now 
draw the cork from your scenting bottle 
and aw ait results. In nine cases cut o fte n 
this bee wi I return, as in rn aking these cir­ 
cles iii starting, he is m arking tho location 
and his full intention is to return. If Hie 
tree in w hich tho bees are located is handy 
ho w i.I return shortly. If at a distant o lie 
will bo longer away. At any rate, you are 
likely to have him back and some of his 
com rades w ith him . and from thence on 
they will become num erous. 
Now follow 
their line and keep your eyo < n a bee as 
long as you can. 
Move up your bait to 
w here you last .-aw the bee. In tins ainu 
ner you can in m ost cases follow them to 
the tree but if you become bothered at any 
1>< int and can't m ake it out. go 5(> or 
co rods to the right or lef t and take a 
"c'oss shoot 
at them , lf you are follow­ 
ing a line, sav directly west, an 1 turn your­ 
self and go in a north w e-tor v direction 50 
or OO rods. you will get w hat we call a 
"cross line.” The bees vfrill now follow you 
in any direction, so th a t you have no trouble 
getting them to stick to your t ait, if you 
stay in tho im m ediate locality. T his cross 
I ne will point in a souths n direction* or it 
may point direct south, owing to the dis­ 
tance the bees were from you on starting 
y ur cross lino, lf it is directly south you 
will ho on a direct line north of the tree; 
th a t is on the lino you left going west -lust 
where Hies * two lines m eet or cross is where 
the bees are located, and to m ake Hie m ut­ 
ter a certainty you can stake both lilies 
through unt I they meet. 
Now a word of caution. If you succeed in 
finding the ice trees do not be so silly as to 
take them in the night tim e 
Yon will re­ 
ceive less stings and m ake a m uch better 
ob if you do Hic work during the day. 
A nother thing, never “hook” a b"e tree, us 
Hie saying is. There is not one farm er out 
of 50 who will refuse you if you go to him 
like a m an.—{Ohio Farm er. 


VARIOUS MATTERS. 


Very rattle Honey G»thrr«il in Ail- 
gnat — H unting Boe Tree*. 
Little, if any honey, is gathered in Au­ 
g ite. It is a rate exception to obtain any 
surplus during the m onth. It is a tim e of 
rest lo th for the bees and apiarist, to a 
great extent, '-till there is some very im ­ 
portant work th at dem ands attention. It 
has been said Ty a few of the superstitious 
ones th a t bees should not he handled dur­ 
ing “dog days.” We m ight just as well ap­ 
ply Hie rule to all other stock on the farm , 
aud pay no attention to them during “dog 
days.” Bees, as a general thing. a:e irri­ 
table* at th s season of the year, but this is 
easily explained by the fact th a t there is 
littlo if any honey gathered. A dearth of 
honey will have the same effect at any tim e 
of year. T hole is no t ouble in handling 
bees ol alm ost liny variety at an y tim e of 
the season, but when honey is com ing in 
they are alw ays m uch more gentle. Tho 
Bali in bee is so m uch ahead in handling 
iiualit cs th at this taco should take the 
place of ail other-. Those ' tlog-dav” I c o ­ 
h o s o n s need not bo a1,aid of tin Italian 
bees giving them away iii any particular if 
they attend to their w ants during Aug:.st. 
There is probably no I) t or lim e tor se­ 
lecting our breeding stocks mid rearing 
queens from such selections than during 
this mon.ti. .Atter the honey season, which 
generally c eses iii .Ju v. tho* hosts ot (homes 
of all descriptions are destroyed by tho 
bees. This gs es us an opportunity to re­ 
tain such drones as wo wish for breeding 
purposes, while ail others aie dead ; nil oui 
ol the way. This is Hie only way by which 
we c..ii control ti e m atings of our queens 
a.- yet d acorea od. 
M ary attem pts have 
been m ade othetw ise, but resulted iii fail­ 
ure. 
it i- m ole desirable to perform the 
work of roar ng queens during the honey 
ow, hut if (I ue at th at tinio it m ust bo 
done altogether on the Tiit-and-in ss” plan. 
Drones m ay be retained in any hive of I ees 
e:the*r by feeding or Keeping them dost tate 
ol a laying queen. T he latter is probably 
t e inos' prcierable m anner. There will tie 
no dam age aliso* to tho hive if occasionally 
a fram e of brood I rom some other hive is 
furnished thew . A hive of bee • will in va­ 
il; ihly retain then* drones if destitute of a 
laying queen, even through the entire w in­ 
ter season. A much larger percentage of 
purely m ated < urn us can thus be reared by 
breeding out of season, so to speak, 
There is another period in which we can 
sci lire th sam e good results, and th at is 
v ery early in tho* spring, beiore th;* tim e for 
drone- in general has come. This may be 
done by early feeding, thereby stim ulating 
the colony to breeding it force of drones. 
August is the proper tim e to commence 
operations for Hie following winter, provid­ 
ing they are to be w intered out doors. 
Every colony th a t is to receive feed for win­ 
ter should be arranged in chaff hives by 
Hie first of tseptember and all feeding 
should Iv done early. Colonies should not 
be allowed to run entirely out of brood 
during the fail m om I is. The bees th a t are 
reared d u iiiR autum n are those on which 
we have 
to depend for ‘safely com ing 
through tile w inter. There are m any tim es 
during Hie autum n m onths th at bees can 
not gather any honey, and lienee the queens 
will cease laying entirely. No brood will 
be found in these hives from tile first of 
August until the first of Noveuil er, and 
they will go into w inter quarters in this 
condition. Such a colony cannot be w in 
tere I successfully, lf RU Ii tim es of dearth 
occur, tile Lees should be fed so as to pro 
duce brood rearing. It requires young rig 
orous bees to go through the w inter and 
come out in good condition the spring fol 
lowing. O ld bees cannot be expected to 
survive this length of tim e.

Orch nids-IIorse to r tho Farmer, 
Etc., E tc . 
Properly m ade, the brick partition wall is, 
I believe, Hie best possible cistern filter. It 
should be thoroughly cem ented on both 
sides for a foot or more at the bottom where 
the sedim ent will collect in the side of the 
cistern to which the w ater is adm itted, and 
above th at nso the soft brick for the w ater 
to filter through. Such a filter is absolutely 
perfect. I would m ake the cistern large, so 
that a supply can be secured in w inter and 
early spring when tho'rains are copious and 
cold, and I would have a m anhole to each 
side of it. 
I recently learned of a new 
m ethod of walling wells which is cheap, 
requires no skill, and ensures tile w ater 
against contam ination from surface water. 
Instead of using stone or brick, glazed 
scwcr-pine is 
put 
in 
w ith th e joints 
cem ented. 
The 
joints 
can 
bo 
m ade 
absolutely w atertight, aud w ith a well 
from 15 to 25 feet deep, as is usually the 
case. if tho clay be tam uM around tho tile, 
as it should b e .it would seem impossible 
for nm leaching fioui the surface to reach 
the bottom. For economy rt-inch tile is 
generally used, and when theso sm all tile 
are put iii it is well to turn a sm all arch 
w ith brickbat to m ake a sm all reservoir for 
the w ater for the tile to rest on. 
W l.cn the 
well is to be used only fi r house purposes it 
is better to di|> tho w ater and draw it w ith 
a windlass th an to pum p it. 
Tse a bucket 
of six inches diam eter, m ade of heavy tin. 
w ith a conical bottom, anil Jill by a valve 
iii the bottom, and a range ii w ith a piete 
of strin g wire attached to tho valve and 
com ing to tho top of the bucket, so th at 
you can open the v al' e and allow the water 
to run into a pail set under it, and there 
will be no liftin : or pouring of the w ater 
from the well bucket. 
In walling a well with tile or other m ate­ 
rial, g n a t pains should be taken to tam p 
thoroughly, especially as you near the top. 
T ho best clay should I e re-erved to use at 
and near ; he surface, and, it should be raised 
foot or two above the level aud so graded 
th at the w ater will Gow aa av a t once fr rn 
the well. A nother cheap ana ver satisfac­ 
tory plan w itll wells, ( spec ally those for 
stock, in localities v here the stone is near 
the surface, is not to wall at all. but arch 
with brick, starting the arch on Hie ledge 
havo three "ells finished rn this wav. two 
of them stock wells lo feet iii diam eter, in 
this, as in m any nth r I catties, we strike 
a regular ledge of liniest" ne foul to six fe ta 
from

There are wells by the thousand in the 
country with old rickety wooden curbs, rot­ 
ten a t the foundation, and when the walls 
are cleaned there is usually found iii the 
foot of sediment the skeleton (f rats, dead 
toads and other things sufficient to turn the 
stom ach of a handsaw . 
I appoint each

great certainty. The outdoor w eather favors 
tile operation m ost for a few weeks atter 
mid-August. But don’t let the leaves wilt 
any. 
Woody plants m ust have m ore time. 
T heir m ovem ents of grow th are slower. 
Many shrubby p ants and some trees root 
readily in the warm , outdoor soil if shoots 
th a t are com pleting their grow th (half-ripe) 
are set—tho leaves left on—in abed of sharp 
sand sunk a little m the warm soil in a 
place shaded from all h at m orning and 
evening sun. and covered a t first w ith panes 
of glass to retain m oisture. They m ust be 
sprinkled often enough to prevent any leaf- 
wilting. It is hest to cover them dur.iic 
w inter and not transplant till spring, al- 
thou-'h m any will have m a le mops os roots 
by October, but too tender yet, to bear re­ 
moval. It is a good piau to plant in shal­ 
low pans or boxes sunk a little in the 
ground, as these can be taken up in Novem­ 
ber and placed for the w inter in acool, 
lighted cellar or in a pit covered by a hot­ 
bed sash. These are interesting processes 
for boys or girls to experim ent in. 


G ra ssh o p p e r Trap#, 
There are throe principal m ethods of de­ 
stroying the insects. W here the land had 
been ploughed for w heat none hatched out. 
as inverting the soil destroyed Hie eggs. and 
no hoppers were found on the fields of grow­ 
ing wheat. But from adjoining fields, es­ 
pecially those w heie w heat was grown last 
year and then abandoned w ithout plough 
mg, they cam e in arm ies, sw eeping the 
fields before them .

sled-like arrangem ent pulled by a team. 
The canvas slants back, and is constantly 
saturated with kerosene. Every one th t 
liopsljagainst, this and touches ins body to 
Hie oil dies instantly. One barrel of kero­ 
sene will go over about 120 acres, and will 
kill 200 bushels or more. E ach T anner is 
given one barrel of oil, and prom ises to uso 
it only for destroying insects, 


T h e H o rse for the Farm er. 
The hest horse for the com m on farm er to 
raise is tho draught horse, because it re­ 
quires less skill to sell him and less expense 
to put him in condition for the m ark et 
The general farm er who owns a 1400 to 
1700 drau g h t horse requires no special ex­ 
perience to sell him. 
It is very easy to as­ 
certain the m arket value of his horse arid 
put it on him . The buyer is equally posted, 
and there is no trouble to e .eta a sale, 
The draught horse is easily broken to har­ 
ness. and subm its cheerfully to labor. 
The 
farm er has no need 
of a professional 
breaker to educate his horses to go in har­ 
m s?, for long years of patient .service of an­ 
cestors have fixed in him the h red ty to 
sitbm i: willingly to tho authority of man. 
There is no tedious process of breaking to 
undergo, and his easy tem peram ent re 
spends naturally to good feed, and lie is 
quickly put in condition for the m arket. 
A ready m arket is constantly open to 
absorb the draught horse, so w hen the com­ 
mon farm er has a good individual of this 
breed he dias not long to w ait for a buv' r 
after im is conditioned for tile m arket. The 
dem and far exceeds the supply. 
The common farm er who is storked up 
w ith draught horses of suitable w eights to 
m eet tho d rn ands of the m ark et can turn 
them into cash at their real alue more 
quickly thanlany other class of horses. 


P a in tin g a T in Roof. 
Messrs. M erchant Sc Co., tho extensive 
dealers in tin, recom m end th e following as 
an excellent paint for the purpose of paint­ 
ing tin roofs: IO pounds V enetian red, I 
pound red lead, I gallon pure linseed oil. 
The substitution of ben inc or fish oils 
for Hie pure linseed oil should not be al­ 
lowed. 
The roof will last m uch longer and be less 
liab]<* to rust if painted on the tinder sur- 
face before laying. It is a good plan to put 
one or two layers of felt paper under the 
tin to serve as a cushion for the sam e, ami 
to deaden the noise m ade by the lain fall­ 
ing on tho tin. 
A year after the first coating th e roof 
should ho painted again and then a good 
roof will only require painting once iii four 
years. 
A roof of first class m aterial well soldered 
and propel ly laid should last 4:0 years. 


S ettin g New O rchards. 
As the tim e is now approaching for select­ 
ing and ordering trees for orchards, a few 
practical hints on tho subject m ay be in 
season for some of our readers, in connec­ 
tion w ith the m anagem ent of trees, w hether 
set in autum n or not till next spring. We 
give these suggestions in the shape of con­ 
densed and i u ai be* red rules. 
I. The m ain portion of the new orchard 
should be pdanted w ith well tested ami ap­ 
proved varieties. lf practicable select such 
as have dime well in your particular 'oculi- 
and plant ti rv few, by wav of exjmri- 
m ent of new. lauded and untried sons. 
nost of which will eventual!}’ prove ot 
little value. 
•J. Choose young and thrifty t to csin ? toad 
of largo ones, tho toting trees being dug 
w ith better loots, costing less "it the rail­ 
road, be tag more easy to set out. and start- 
.. sooner into vt gen us grow th than large 
trees w iii m utilated roots. 
a. Make it a condition w ith the nursery­ 
m an that lie shall g vc am ple and unin­ 
jured root?, wit ch will hoi"! tho tree when 
transplanted with" u t bra dug or starting. 
4. Autum n transplanting should be per­ 
form: d only ott quite hardy innds, and in 
places w here 
trees are not exposed to 
sharp w intry winds. 
The heads of Hie 
trees should he shortened in aud m a le 
lighter by cutting back the season’s growth, 
or by o u tfits off the long r shoots at a fora. 
B ut no limbs of more than ono season's 
growth sh uld be taken od, as large wounds 
m ake the trees tenderer and more liable to 
injury by winter. 
5. Trees not entirely hardy, 
like the 
peach, should no lie set out in autum n (un­ 
less under exceptionally favorable condi­ 
tions), hut it is we.I to procure them in 
autum n heel them :n, and set them out in 
spring. The same ten em en t will answer 
well for all kinds, and they will be on hand 
for earl v setting. But special care will be 
required to lice! them in properly. Pack 
tho fine earth solid betty, en the roots—inice 
delight to occupy such ca\os w ith roots at 
hand for food. A smooth ridge of earth 
surrounding Hie lr cs will prevent the mice 
from approaching them . 
0. Af cr being set out, the earth about the 
trees m ust he kept clean amt 
mellow 
through the season; and the crust which 
form s after autum n transplanting th o r­ 
oughly broken and pulverized.

H u n tin g Bee Trees. 
Many 
persons, 
w hether 
beekeepers, 
farm ers or others, enjoy hunting wild bees 
in the forest. T here is no other tim e more 
suitable for this recreation than August 
We will give our plan of ferreting out the 
"sw eet hom e” of the honey boo in the for­ 
ests. To prepare for this we have a bee 
lim iting box m ade as folow s: From some 
licht stuff m ake a box six inches s m are aud 
sirSnclies deep. 
Tse a glass lid, on slides 
and a hinged bottom. Inside of this box 
and just one-quarter of an inch under the 
gla-s lid 
fasten a .shallow feeder large 
enough to take up half the room inside Hie 
box : also fasten inside of t ..is box an ounce 
bottle containing oil of anise. You can use 
for bait distilled honey or sugar syrup 
to fill Hie feeder. An ex tra portion of this 
feed should b** taken w ith you. to replenish 
the feeder wtien necessary. Now you may 
proceed on your journey till you find bees 


T o B u ild a Chim ney. 
To build a chim ney th a t will draw for­ 
ever and not fill up w ith soot, you m ust 
build it large enough—IC inches square; 
use good brick, aud clay instead of lim e up 
to tho com b; p!a ter it inside w ith clay 
m ixed with salt; for chim ney tops use the 
very best of brick, w et them and lay them 
in cem ent m ort ir. T n e chim ney should not 
lie built tight to beam s aud rafters; there is 
w.;eri* the cracks n your chim neys come, 
and where most of tho lites originate, as the 
chim ney som etim es gets red-hot. A chim ­ 
ney built from eel.ar up is loiter and less 
dangerous than one hung on the wall. 
D on’t get your stovepipe hole too clo.re to 
tho coiling—18 inches from it. 


T h e Poppy a s a B a n k Protector. 
The M anufacturers’ Record, in an article 
recom m ending opium culture iii th e South, 
says th a t once sown, tho poppy is self-per­ 
petuating, and is, in fact, ha:d to exterm t 
nate, reciting tho fact th a t w ithin tho last 
tw o or three tears em inent French en­ 
gineers have untie: taken the sowing of rail­ 
road em bankm ents w ith I oppy seeds, as 
when once established, th at prolific plant 
would covi r tho soil w ith a network of ro its 
that would prevent it from washing away 
during heavy ram s or front upheaval when 
frost was com ing out of the ground in the 
spring. 
The sugg" stion seems good cit ugh to 
w arrant a trial. Surely a bank of poppies 
would present ; dvuntag s. in an a st boti • 
point of view, m e r a bank of pigweed, 
thistles, and tom ato caus. 


E n sila g e d Corn. 
T he idea th a t one may out and shock their 
corn and fill th e silo at leisure is a m istaken 
one. Too great evaporation takes place if 
corn fodder is left lot*; in the shock, or any 
other way. 
Twenty-four hours is long 
enough. In this connection H oard's D airy­ 
m an responds to the inquiries of a corre­ 
spondent as offows: 
“ If the stalks are suffered to dry out be­ 
yond a certain re f cent, of m oisture, there 
will not be enouglt left to involve the hi a; 
that is ne: estuary to kill the germ s of fer­ 
m ent and induce close packing, so as to ex­ 
clude Hie air. Mouldy or sour ensilage thus 
results, instead of tim solid and sw eet.” 
It has coin 
to bo well understood th a t 
high tem perature in filling the silo kills Hie 
germ s of ferm entation, and bonce intervals 
of 24 hours in tilling them , as we have fre­ 
quently exp) tiled, was the proper way 
Tho w ant of observing this was the cause ol 
the failure of m uch of Hie work done in the 
first introduction of this m ethod of preserv­ 
ing green food. 


H ow C u ttin g s Grow. 
Most plants that are not woody (herbace­ 
ous) can he rooted very easily and quickly 
from cuttings, if short, tender, free-growing 
ends be taken, stuck at once in wet sand. 
and carefully kept just in the conditions of 
light, tem perature and mo 'st tire in which 
they are observed to naturally m ake their 
most rapid growth. Plants th at love sun­ 
shine do best in its full ligtit. All are safer 
if sheltered from w ml. aud the w ater 
should be changed or otherw ise aired at 
least once a week. T hick leaved plants. 
as geranium s, sedums, etc., are apt to rot in 
an excess of w ater unless Ute cuttings have 
been nearly, hut not quite separated from 
the plant a few days in advance, so th a t the 
wound may film over. They then root w ith

rival in th a t port of some tobacco grown in 
the G" rm an colony of Cameroon, iii Africa. 
It is the product of a first crop, and is re­

The price paid in Bremen 
for tiffs tobacco was 50 cents per pound.

One of the strange facts of history is the 
apparent harm ony iii which civilization 
and barbarism live together in the same 
social JiouselioM. Tho hest illustrati n of 
society is fruit which hasbeen partly hidden 
by thick foliage, and is found to he dead 
ripe on one side and sour and green on tile 
other 
Among tho ancient Greeks, for in­ 
stance. could bo seen, perhaps, the ripest

There are form s of superstition which in­ 
sist upon intruding into tile daylight of our 
modern social life, and balefully affecting 
our health, com fort and happiness. Among 
these, that unlovely brood of barbaric sur­ 
v iv a l which surround th e prevailing m eth­ 
ods of disposing of the dead is surely the 
most peru cions and indefensible. We have 
oujtgrown the hideousness of horrid m utes 
and m ourners and t ,e professional distrac 
Tons of the Oriental clothes-tearers; but the 
funeral custom s which still rem a n w ith us 
are inconsistent alike w ith good taste, in- 
lelligcnt m orality a n d a spiritual religion. 
There are religious customs which natural .y 
survive in the ima^finat on long after they 
have faded from the worsiiip, and social cus­ 
toms which survive iii courtesy "lien they 
are no longer defensible in social economies. 
Tile cults i f ancient Greece and Rome were 
many of them so beautiful t hat it is not 
strange that, when driven from their na­ 
tive homo iii rel glotij they should havo 
found welcom * refuge iii Hie exquisite nil 
airv pa ace of poetry.

"second m ourning.” hac.t to tho full day­ 
light of gorgeous color. 
These custom s should he frankly charac­ 
terized as barbarous. They are no more de­ 
fensible from the standpoint of m odern civ­

than Hie ghast] v hum or of th e Irish peas­ 
ants’ "w ake.” Thev are condem ned by the 
sp rit of C hristianity and Hie canons of civ­ 
ilized taste, and nothing but a fam iliarity 
which tias dulled and blunted our sensibili­ 
ties prevents us from sci inc them in th eir 
H u eiig n t.

“m ourning” were di played, no hideous 
crape added gloom to Hie place.

the skull and cress-bones of the pirates flag. 
They have abandoned this dreadful cus­ 
tom ; hut only because thoro is such a thing 
as fashion iii tom bstones, not b cause there 
lias be ii m uch change in Hie sentim ent 
determ ines our funeral custom s 
Candidly and fairly com pare the burial 
custom s of tiffs enlightened Christian peo- 
p o with those ol any savage or barbaric 
race that may I e se ecied, and say w herein 
we have the advantage. Our customs are 
freed Loin elem ents of intentional cruelty. 
O ur graves are not soaked w ith the blood 
of hum an sacrifice. Our widows a; e not ex­ 
pected to Durn them selves w ith their dead 
iitisi ands. T hat hideous survival of alice - 
tral .savagery, the hired m ourner, is absent 
Loin our obsequies 
B ut in their ability to 
express thu cheerful and confident hope of 
a rational 
relig o u s faiih our funeral 
en toms are finely as barbaric and as lit­ 
tle affected by <ur prevalent enl ghtm ent 
as these of

succeeded in opening the v au lt: th a t the 
m anager of the “job.” the one who sent the 
forged note to m y friend, knew nothing of 
my existence, though he had carefully 
w atched those enter.ng and leaving the 
building the previous day; th a t during the 
fray in the bank, between th e m alefactors 
and th eir visitors, ono of th e form er was 
seriously w ounded: th a t all of them were 
in close confinem ent. 
My courage (?) and presence of m ind were 
m ore extensively paraded 
than, in my 
opinion, they should have been; and the 
president of the bank handed m e .’$1000, 
saying- 
"Please accept th is token of our apprecia­ 
tion of yoitrservi es. w ithout th e least feel­ 
ing of de icacy. B ut for you th e entire con­ 
tents i f the v au lt—nearly ®IOU,OOO-would 
have been taken, to be recovered—if at all 
—only at great expense.” 
Not burdened w ith this w orld's goods, 
w hat could I do but accept it—gratefully? 
I would not, however, suffer again, as I 
did th a t night, for the w ealth of any money 
king.

“I’ll tell you what it is. squire,” lie sad, 
“if I can have.your old sloop, the Sally 
Ann. and 75 men well armed, 1’U run out 
this very night, If it’s as dark as I think it 
will be. we can board the Englishman in 
spite of his teeth.” 
"Good!” ejaculated Webb, seizing Sam bv 
the hand. 
The sloop is empty and iii good 
order, and the men shall all be aboard be­ 
fore dark.” 
"Then let’s be off, Come, Jerry, we’re in 
for it now. You’ll go with me?” 
“Won t I?” uttered Jerry, with a quick 
sparkle of the eye. That was Jerry 's method 
of giving a very decided affirmative. 
So the three started off towards the other 
side of the cape, and there they took a boat 
and rowed up the river. The sloop Sally 
Ann was a solid coas ing craft of some hun­ 
dred tons burthen, and Latham had sailed 
in her long enough to know' that she be­ 
haved, well at sea. She was hauled up 
alongside one of the numerous wood 
wharves, and, while Webb kept along un 
the river to collect the men.

It conics into the Chicago mar­ 
ket in better condition, and when put in cold 
storage here it is kept fresh and sent East 
six or eight months later as sweet aud juicy 
to the palate as though it had list been 
killed. We are eating the genuine spring 
ch cken iii Chicago. The turkey is not iii 
the market, although there is ait abundance 
iii the cold storage warehouse. But being 
in bulk there is no demand here for them. 
"We are also free'm g fruit.” said Colonel 
Littler, secretary of tho Chicago Produce 
Exchange, "for the East. We are now nut­ 
ting awav watermelons, which will be cut 
in New York next winter. A watermelon 
iii winter is a delicacy, whatever you may 
think about it. New Y'ork is a cay ahead of 
us iii such tilings as these. They know how 
*o live down East better than we do in Hie 
YVest.”

He has a 
figtiro somewhat like that of un overgrown 
tarantula, but unlike the latter is absolutely 
destitute of mane aud tail. Ho sin lls his 
shell at certain season*, during which time 
he is called alsheddcr, and lie does not sing 
while moulting. Tho soft hell crab, which 
is fried in butter and devoured by ihe epi­ 
cures of New Y ork, ha* a very unique way 
of shedding tho hard shell when lie out­ 
grows it. He begins by extending himself 
to ins full height in such a way as to rup­ 
ture libs wrappings in a slight degree, when 
ho begins gradually to work out a little at a 
time until he has successfully .shucked him­ 
self. It is apparently about as easy a* it 
w'ould be for a man to remove a co lar-but- 
ton and then emerge gradually through the 
aperture thus left, or for Jay Gould to enter 
tho kingdom of heaven accoinpan ed by a 
round-house and the rolling-stock of his 
various roads. 
Tim crab of commerce differs from the 
land crab which lives in tho interior, only 
going once a year to tho sea const to dept s.t 
its eggs. At tiles** seasons the land crabs 
frequently form iii huge processions I Jo 
feet wide and over three milos in length. In 
Jamaica the land crab is regarded as ex­ 
tremely edible. 
The Long Branch crab I nos to hover 
about tho battling resorts and bite the limbs 
of beauty. The male crab has no sense of 
delicacy, and very often by bis abrupt ways 
gives much needless pain. The Ie male crab 
lays Hie eggs for the family. 
Grabbing is done vin several ways. Y'ou 
can tie the head of ii fish to a twine string 
and succeed .-list as well as you would with 
an expensive rod ami reel.

ft.. TV. IL in the Inter-Occan,] 
Tit the July Century Dr. J. M. Buckley 
has an interesting article on “Dream*, 
Nightmare and Somnambulism." in which 
he discu ses the history and phenomena of 
dream*, ami combats the old idea that tile 
supernatural plays any part in the visions 
which come to us in our hours of sleep. I >r. 
Buckley’s 
explanation 
of the ordinary 
dreams which till tho sleeping hours with 
vision*, ids theories regarding nightmare 
and somnambulism will ail be accepted by 
most readers, for these aro based on com­ 
mon sense and have no great prejudices in 
other explanations, even et those who aio 
superstitious. But when he comes to tho 
analysis of mysterious dreams, even in tiffs 
common sense age, he will tind many doubt­ 
ers. 
There aro many intelligent people whose 
experience lias led them to have a great re­ 
spect for tho mysterious in what is called 
dream premonitions of future events, even 
though they may not acknowledge their 
belief In these. Some are lumesi enough 
with themselves to acknowledge that they 
tin believe in those dr. ains, and that they 
are meson, es from the spirit world or from 
God to warn them. Others go to that old 
Indian belief in telepathy for their expla­ 
nation, while still others content them­ 
ed'e* with clairvoyance. 
The Engl sh Society of Bsyehioa! Research, 
with Ii was founded in 18h2, bus tried to in- 
ve.stigite dreams of this character, aud so 
has a similar society in Boston. 
Tim 
English society lins lound ITB persons who 
had distressing dreams, and of these there 
were 24 cases of fulfilment. 
But Dr. Buck­ 
ley explains that an exact statement of tile 
situ n o n of tho 24 persons dreamed about, 
or their physical condition and circum* 
stances, would bo essential to a scientific 
estimate a* tho condition and 
circum­ 
stances of the dreamer. 
The doctor says 
that for 25 years he waswisited at irregular 
intervals by dreams of den h. by drowning, 
of iii* brother, who is still living. 
He also gives an account oi a young man* 
who dreamed that he would die on a certain 
day, and told lits parent* and friends of it. 
They thought nothing of the dream, and on 
tile morning of the eventful day tho young 
man was in iii* usual health, but at tho 
hour named in lits dream lie was found 
dead iii his room. 
This Dr. Buckley ex­ 
plains b. showing that the family were 
subject to heart disease, and tile dream had 
made such an impression on tho boy’s mind 
that he wa* ready to die, and his body was 
depressed hy tho natural physical effect. 
Ile gl'es another oh mo in which a man 
d*earned "I death and believed in it im­ 
plicitly, but a sagac ohs physic an, finding 
evidence* of death near, and believing tile 
symptom* lobe caused wholly by lim im­ 
pression that bew aste die, administered a 
(heavy dose of chloroform. When the man 
became conscious aud found the hour fixed 
for his death long passed, he speedily re­ 
covered. 
A number of other cases Hie doctor gives 
and explains in a natural way, ami lie 
clo*es his artic’e witli tho logical conclusion 
that “An extraordinary dream relating to 
probable or possible events may be ana­ 
lyzed, ami anything Wlnqh seems of im­ 
portance in it Iron) its own nature cr tho 
way things ate stated, may lie made a m at­ 
ter of reflection without superstition. But 
to take a step upon a dream which would 
not be taken without it allies tho person 
who docs ii to every form Vol’ superstition 
that stultifies tho godlike faculty of rea­ 
son. * 
telepathy Dr. Buckley (loos not discuss 
In tins article, tu t reserves it 
future dis­ 
cussion. He does not oven intimate w hat 
position he will tako in the discussion, or 
what Ins belief is iii regard lo it. But. as ho 
robs his dreams of the supernatural.it is 
probable that ho will also strip telepathy 
and clairvoyance of the mysterious. 
But there arc many people of intelligence 
wlio w ill still lid eve that thoro is "some­ 
thing in dreams,” 
A loamed physidan was talking rallier 
seriously on the sui) ect the other evening, 
when a lady rallied him with "Oh, yes. tho 
doctor believes in dreams. He lias all tho 
old Scotch superstitions, and I have no 
doubt lie know* just when iii* patients will 
get w ell« r die when lie takes tho ease.” 
The doctor locked grave aud replied that 
lie did not hellevo in dreams any more 
than Hie rest of tho intelligent world. Ile 
knew how to account for thorn, and that

I have some evidences of these,” 
and the doctor touched the silver lock of 
hair which fell over his forehead from a 
d rk brown mass of wavy curls winch 
clustered about his head.

one 
serious 
illness of 
my 
life, 
and 
physician as I am I could not explain how 
or why ii came, nor can ] to this day. And 
yet it wa* foretold to mo in a dream, 
dreamed of ii hospital, of a sick bed and of 
myself. I was not sick-hut I was impris 
oiled tin re for weelcs and could not get out. 
Then I stood on a ms cipice with a dark gulf 
txfforo me. it seemed bottomless. I Lad 
come upon it so suddenly aud with such 
momentum that I could not stop. I struggled 
to save myself, hut could not, aud I plunged 
into Hie gulf of darkness.* 
‘ Iawoke wish this. 
It u’as not anight 
mare. It was a warning of something that 
was to hat pen. I knew t Hat in someway 
the experiences in ti at dream were to ho 
realized.

Colonel Homer lias never received any 
royalty 011 His book, owing to’the absence of 
an international copyright law. 
Tile hero of this little romance of the 
coion Es was a military gentleman 1.allied 
At li 11 les. 
When tic was vet y small Achilles’ mother, 
who doubtless expected her son to honor Ii a 
family by developing into a base bali 11m- 
pire, wished, with true motherly fore­ 
thought, to re, der him invulnerable to 
brickbats and other persuaders. 
8 0 -lie dipped him in tin* river Styx, hold­ 
ing him by Hie heel. which section of his 
understanding was not saturated. 
We pass over tho time spent by Achillea 
in going to school, aud take up his life a+ain 
as lie approaches manhood. 
When tho capture of Troy seemed desira­ 
ble to tim Greeks, a seer nam 'd Calchas 
was asked whether or not Unit town could 
lie raptured, and he said it could not unless 
Achilles assisted 
Achilles’ mother, stiff watchful of her 
son although lie was a big boy now and be­ 
longed to the militia, feared lie would lo 
.latallY killed if lie went to tim cruel war, 
so sho sent him to the court of King Lyco- 
medos. 
Here lie woro also hair and a bustle, read 
Browning’s poems, aud, iii other ways, 
masquerud'd as a girl. 
Gene t ai Ulysses suspected some trick of 
this -ort and resorted to one himself to dud 
whether Achilles was among tho maids. 
lie offered a s hone display of presents to 
them. Some select' d spring bonne.s others 
took caram el; and chewing gum, while a 
few enjoyed I buses’ liberality to th** extent 
of selecting dress patterns and jewelry.

♦ After that Achilles and 
Agamemnon 
never saluted each other as they passed by. 
Then Achilles ionised to participate in 
the war, but sulked in bis tent. 
He did nothing b it sulk, and drew his 
pay and rations with unerring precision, 
until a Trojan named Hector killed Batro- 
clus. a man w ho used to go to school w ith 
Achilles and play marbles with him. 
Achilles then thought it w as time to take 
a hand in the fray, to avenge his f.ioud s 
death. 
Ho did so. and for a time carried ou a large 
wholesale business iii Trojan gore. 
After Troy surrendered. Major Achilles re­ 
tired into private life and became postmas­ 
ter of his town. 
He was brought into prominence, how­ 
ever. by being -.hot by u Frenchman named 
Baris, who drew ahead on bis heel, Achilles, 
only vulnerable spot.

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HOW THEY PBOTX CT THEM. 


The congressional com m ittee engaged in 
investigating the evils of im m igration in 
New York have brought out some sugges­ 
tive facts, well worth pondering by working 
people, whom the Republicans are con­ 
stantly w arning against the dangers which 
beset them from the com petition of “pauper 
labor” abroad. 
W hile the high protection interests have 
cunningly kept the eyes of workingm en 
turned towards pauper labor, they have 
been utilizing 
tho im m igrated pauper 
laborer him self in such a way th at poor 
working girls find them selves reduced to a 
condition of all but slavery, and forced to 
intolerable m ethods of living in com peti­ 
tion w ith the most ignorant and degraded 
classes of Europe. 
Already th e scandalous practice of ship­ 
ping over Ie* rn inc rabic* of Europe, under 
th e patronage of such notables as the 
Duchess 
of 
S p t h kb l a n d in England, 
has stocked th e State of 
New 
York 
w ith 
18,000 
paupers 
and 
15,000 
in­ 
sane people. Such bureaus of em igration 
as T u r k ’s agency in London are engaged in 
shipping to our shores such specim ens of 
hum anity as,th e landed aud industrial con­ 
ditions of E ngland and Ireland grind out. 
Europe m anufactures paupers and ships 
them over to us to take care of. W hen the 
im poverished victim s of European niisruie 
arc found helpless^' en the hands of the 
oppressor they are “assisted,” and sent to 
Am erica to com pete w ith our w orking girls 
and men. 
In the greedy and heartless com petitive 
race for trade, m anufacturers, halting at 
nothing th at w ill enable them to undersell 
their rivals, employ these pauper laborers 
and thus grind down Am erican labor to 
conditions which render industrial 
life 
hardly worth living. 
And yet some ol these m en will be seen in 
the coming two m onths w arning American 
workingm en against the deadly com peti­ 
tion of foreign labor abroad, wh< n in m any 
cases th e pauper laborer him self will be 
found in th eir very employ. This dishon­ 
est aud disreputable sophistry will be put 
fortli in order to induce w orking people to 
vote for high protection. 
T hat Hie working people will confront 
over-Drotectcd monopoly w ith such sham e­ 
less facts as have been brought to light ny 
the congressional im m igration com m ittee 
m ay well ba assumed, lf this is the way 
the subsidized interests have been "pro­ 
tecting Am erican labor” they will find a 
far rougher road to travel than they did 
four years ago. 
The protected monopolies and tariff-cre­ 
ated trusts m ust go. 


profit: they have united all the producers 
po sibH and then have exhorted each other 
by all the ties of a common interest and by 
all their hopes of future profit to stick to­ 
gether. 
W hat good did it do? Always there would 
be some producers who would not com e into 
the com bination, and always the key of the 
situation was w th th e contractors. The 
latter w ould say to the producers: “G en’le- 
m en, we can afford to give you so m uch for 
your m ilk and no m ore.” They have stood 
firm. The producers have always had to 
yield. T he contractors have been few, have 
bad the capital, have been united, have 
been capable business m en, and have had 
success w ith them from th e start. The 
producers have been num erous, have had 
each but a little capital com paratively,have 
not been accustom ed to organization, but 
have been scattered, have m et a t m uch in­ 
convenience, aud have acted w ith hesita­ 
tion. have not been as fam iliar with m ar­ 
keting as they have w ith producing m ilk, 
and have l»een beaten every t me. 
Now the unprotected consum ers of m an­ 
ufactured goods have not nearly the chance 
of success against th e p bo toe ted 
m anu­ 
facturers th a t th e m ilk producers have 
against the m ilk contractors, lf the former. 
in a sm all ari a in M assachusetts, cannot 
resist th e organization of the latter, w hat a 
field m ust tho whole country offer to Hie 
e (bally well organized trusts? Organiza­ 
tion aga nst them would be so useless th at 
it has not even been proposed, and the free 
coarse of th e moue polios is threatened by 
nothing 
except

•reported th at a new trust, a lum ber trust, 
is being form ed, and, indeed, the rew ards 
of tru sts are so great that, w ith foreign 
com petition shut out by a tariff, it is no 
wonder th at every m anufacturer w ithin 
tile tariff wall should com bine w ith all 
others in the same line of business to put 
up prices, and to hold a t their m ercy th e 
great mass of unprotected consumers, The 
stim ulating effect of the tariff on the form a­ 
tion of trusts is capitally illustrated by the 
table which H e n ry J. P h i l p o t t puts in 
the dedication of his "Tariff Chats,” and it 
is worth reproduction:

UNPROTECTED CONSUMERS. 


Not long ago the New England Home­ 
stead made a canvass am ong its subscribers 
to learn their preferences on the Mills hill. 
The canvass was thorough and the farm ers 
replied freely to the request for their 
opinion. W hen the returns were figured up 
it was found th a t over KO per cent, of tile 
replies were in favor of protection and were 
opposed to th e Mills bill. Doubtless their 
line of argum ent was sim ilar to th at ad­ 
vanced at one of the fan n ers’ m eetings in 
the hall of the Ploughm an building in this 
city when th e tariff was under discus­ 
sion. 
The 
m ain 
point 
of 
argum ent 
was 
th at 
the 
other 
products 
of 
the country are 
protected 
and justice 
to farm products requires th at they be pro­ 
tected also. 
The argum ent ignored the 
distinction between products which com­ 
pete w ith ours and those which we can pro­ 
duce cheaper than any one else, and asked 
for duties which would have been as use­ 
less as a duty on petroleum or on raw 
cotton. It did not recognize the fact th at 
our exports are largely of agricultural pro­ 
ducts. and th a t the farm ers, as consumers 
of m anufactured products, are unprotected 
them selves, and m ust always be so in the 
very nature of the case. w hile they pay 
taxes which go to the profits of the m anu­ 
facturers and to th e wages of their em ­ 
ployes. 
Now this sam e agricultural palier, which 
indorses th e position of its constituents 
against th e Mills bill, brings up in a recent 
num ber a m atter which shows not only the 
helplessness of the farm ers against the 
m anufacturers, but also th e helplessness of 
th e great body of consum ers against com­ 
binations or "tru sts” of capital in the hands 
of a few m en. The com plaint is about the 
transportation of m ilk. The farm ers along 
th e lines of th e Albany and of tile Fitchburg 
railroads (on those two m ore than on any 
others) sell th eir m ilk to th e Boston con­ 
tractors, aud now they com plain th at the 
contractors get better term s than the indi­ 
vidual farm ers. “It certainly is plain that 
the contractors enjoy m uch lower rates per 
can than independent farm er shippers can 
get. It is plainer still th at C. B r ig h a m & 
Do. and other contra! tors are m aking enor­ 
mous profits out of the farm ers,” etc. 
This is only a new phase of the chronic 
difficulty betw een the m ilk producers and 
the m ilk contractors, and it is an illustra­ 
tion of th e relation between the great pub­ 
lic and th e m anufacturers, except th a t the 
chances of redress are im m ensely greater 
in the case of the m ilkm en than in the case 
of the eeneral public. Repeatedly have the 
m ilk producers attem pted to fix th e retail 
price of m ilk in boston. They have formed 
th e M ilk Producers’ U nion; they have held 
m eetings m arked by excited determ ination 
in consequence of the low price 
which

have 
paid them 
and 
of 
the 
alleged 
sm all 
m ar­ 
gin 
of 
profits w hich 
cam e 
to their 
homec, w hile th e large share of the profits 
w ent to the con tracto rs; they have solemnly 
passed resolutions th a t m ilk could not be 
produced a t less th an a given price per 
quart, aud th a t they would not sell during 
the com ing six m ouths to the contractors 
lor less than a certain otner fixed price, 
which was to allow them a fair m argin of 


parts of Africa are not so desirable for even 
colored m en to live in.

T heir m ingling 
w ith the Am erican stock, though brought 
about originally through m ethods th at arc 
now abhorrent both to m orality and hu ­ 
m anity, has providentially proved to be a 
great m issionary work in tho w orld’s his­ 
tory, and is evidently to continue in its re­ 
sults until, in the future. Africa in turn 
receives back from Am erica w hat is its 
own, w ith interest compounded. 


ONE OF MR. BLAINE’S STATEMENTS. 
W ho would*suppose th at a "statesm an” of 
Mr. B l a i n e 's reputation would lend him ­ 
self to a deliberate attem pt to create a btfsi 
ness panic in bis own country. Y et he say s: 
The year 1887 was prosperous, and the President 
at lie close proposed a radical change in the indus­ 
trial system which lied produced that proSjierity 
and since that day there has been ie versal and con­ 
fusion iii the commerce ami m anufactures of tile 
United Slates. 
This statem ent is untrue in every par­ 
ticular, and if the im aginative Mr. B l a in e 
does not know th a t It is untiuo it m ust be 
because he has been spending so much of 
hi tim e abroad. 


ONE OF MR. BLAINE’S STORIES. 


Soon after Mr. B l a in e had landed from 
the steam er in w hich he came across the 
ocean — a steanier which, by the way, 
although built by American capital and run 
by Am erican entei»rise. is yet compelled 
by the Republican pro-British policy to fly a 
British flag—be m ade a startling statem ent. 
He said th at the toilers in the State of Mas­ 
sachusetts had more m oney to their credit 
in the savings banks of the Com m onwealth 
than all tho work people in the whole of 
Great Britain. 
T hink of it? One State in the American 
Union against the whole ot G reat B ritain ! 
No wonder his hearers cheered and waved 
their hats in honor of the policy which en­ 
abled Mr. C a r n e g ie to absorb from the ill- 
paid labor of his few thousand men a for­ 
tune at the rate of #5000 a clavi 
But unfortunately the statem ent is not 
true. 
T herein it resem bles m any other 
statem ents m ade by Mr. B l a in e , 
The 
figures show that there were in M assachu­ 
setts savings banks last year $302,948,024, 
andinG reatfiritain.in postoffice and private 
savings banks, $503,000,105. This is quite a 
difference, which Mr. B l a in e was in too 
great a hurry to notice. He also om itted to 
call attention to the fact th at of the sum 
deposited in M assachusetts banks, 110,737 
depositors bad $131,770,298 to their credit 
in sum s of #1000 and over, and th a t these 
deposits represent tho am ount placed in 
-savings banks by w ealthy people, and not 
by w orkingm en. 
The 7147 deposits of 
‘religious 
and 
charitable 
societies,” 
am ounting to $3,997,107, cannot by any 
stretch of im agination be called working-* 
m en’s savings, and the exclusion of these 
i^m s reduces the total iu M assachusetts 
savings banks to $187,172,219, Instead of 
#302.948,624. 
Against this $187,172,219. which leaves 
to the credit of M assachusetts workpeople 
all sum s from $5 to #1000, is set the $503,- 
060,165, which represents the deposits of 
B ritish workpeople, about equally divided 
between the post office and the private sav­ 
ings banks, and subject to the m ost rigid 
restrictions as to lim itation of deposits. In 
the post office banks the lim it is £30 ($150) 
in one year, and £150 in all. In this wray 
the post office banks in E ngland represent 
the sm all sum s saved by the wage-earners, 
and not th e evasion of taxes by w ealthy 
people. Incidentally it m ay be noted th at 
deposits in Britisli post office savings banks 
has steadily increased a t the rate of over 
$ 16,000,000 every year since 1882. 
Co-operative 
enterprises and 
building 
societies, which absorb a large am ount of 
the English w orkm en’s savings, such as in 
M assachusetts would find their way to the 
bauk, are not bere considered. Mr. SPOF­ 


FORD, th e librarian of Congress, noting the 
fact that the workers of the U nited Stales 
seemed to use the savings banks most, 
adds th a t “this may be partly accounted for 
by the stringent lim itation of d e b i t s in 
the English law to one person,* w hile our 
States have few or no lim itations of the 
am ount of individual deposits.” B ut Mr. 
SPOFFORD is not a political orator, and 
knows more of Arabic num erals th an fig­ 
ures of speech, such as Mr. B l a i n e ’s fervid 
im agination delights in. 
Yet, although Mr. B l a in e is away “at 
sea” as to facts and figures, it rem ains true 
th a t the sum deposited by workingpeople 
iu M assachusetts banks is a large one. This 
shows m erely w hat everybody knew , th at 
the workingpeople here are generally able 
to save m oney; but it does not show th at 
they owe any thanks to the system which 
burdens them w ith w ar taxes under the 
fraudulent pretext of protecting them . 


SUPPOSE, 
It requires ifc 
violent stretch of the 
im agination to suppose that Mr. B l a in e is 
today tile real choice of his party for the 
presidency. It does require a considerable 
stretch of the im agination to suppose th at 
tho H a r r is o n and M orto n ticket could 
carry States enough to give the Republi­ 
cans a m ajority of tho electoral votes. 
Nevertheless, let us for the m om ent m ake 
both these suppositions. Then let us sup­ 
pose some other things. 
Suppose th at after the election, and be­ 
fore the m eeting of the electoral colleges, 
Mr. H a r r is o n should decide, in conse­ 
quence of his delicate health or w hatever, 
th a t lie does not desire to undertake tho 
cares of the presidency. In th at event, sup- 
■osing tho Republican electors to bo in the 
m ajority, w ith w hat alacrity would they 
choose J a m e s G. B l a in e president of tb s 
■ nited States! 
Or, suppose th at G eneral H a r r is o n ’s 
health should be unm anageably good, and 
he should respectfully but firmly decline 
to sacrifice him self in the interest of the 
hief. Tile electors could stiy#choo*e Mr. 


B l a in e president, and let Mr. H a r r is o n 
whistle, w ithout violating any statute. 
Or, 
suppose 
H a r r is o n and M o r t o n 
should be elected president and vice presi­ 
dent by tile votes of the electoral colleges; 
suppose 
H a r r is o n should appoint Mr. 


B l a in e secretary of state; suppose H a r r i­ 
son aud M o u t o n should then both resig n ; 
under the law Mr. B l a in e would then be 
president. 
Suppose Mr. B l a in e designs to gain by 
indirection th at which lie has thrice failed 
to obtain as an avowed candidate. 
Sup­ 
pose th a t Mr. H a r r is o n and Mr. M o r t o n 
have been from the first only Mr. B l a i n e ’s 
masks. 
Mere suppositions are rather interesting 
at tim es. 
The only way to m ake these 
possibilities impossibilities is to choose a 
m ajority of th o electors who are pledged to 
vote for C l e v e l a n d and fax reform .

W here is th e Senate tariff bill th at the 
Republicans have been stew ing over these 
hot days in W ashington? 
W here is the 
outcom e of this trem endous m ental strain? 
W hat tangible result has followed the 
various secret conferences which they have 
held? 
As tim e goJs by there seem s to be 
less and less chalice of a bill being brought 
in bv them as a counter to the House bill. 
In fact it begins to look very m uch as 
hough their attem pts were go ng to end 
just where they began—in smoke. 
Unquestionably there are 
Republican 
senators who conscientiously believe Hint 
there should be some reduction in the tariff, 
hut their position has been lhado ridiculous 
bv two events, and they aro now experienc­ 
ing the peculiar sensation of sitting down 
hard between two stools. These patriots 
got a slap in tho face at th e R epublican con­ 
vention in Chicago from w hich they have 
not yet recovered. 
Thoro the party in 
council assembled declared th a t the present 
tariff m ust stand, and th at if any reduction 
of revenue were to come it would be better 
to take the internal tax off w hiskey th an to 
touch one jot or tittle of tho present tariff. 
The ‘tariff reform Republican 
senators 
were just recovering from this blow, ana 
were pulling them selves together for a 
m ighty effort to cut the ground from be­ 
neath the fort of th e wicked D em ocrats by 
offering a tariff reform bill of th eir own!las 
an offset to the Mills bill, w hen lo, they re­ 
ceive a severe and unexpected kick from 
behind. The uncrow ned king arrives, and, 
after receiving tho 
spontaneous cheers 
of a careful'y-nlanncd ovation, officered by 
ex-Repulijican office-holders, and the heart­ 
felt welcome of tlnj professional laboring 
m en who never labored otherw ise than 
I#ith their m ouths, he repairs to tho sea­ 
shore over the Sabbath. There lie looks the 
land over and takes in the situation, as­ 
sisted by several great m en of tim party. 
One of the m ost distinguished and prom i­ 
nen t of those m en is now and alw ays has 
been an avowed opponent to any reduction 
of the tariff. 
He believes th a t no bill 
should be brought in by the Republican 
Senate reducing the tariff, and th a t the 
platform as adopted by the party at Chicago 
should be faithfully followed, and his coun­ 
sels in the Senate are always to th a t end. 
Is it purely a coincidence that since last 
Sunday Mr. B l a in e has 
been growing 
stronger and stronger iii his utterances for 
protection? Not a word can bo found in 
bis speeches to show th a t he favors a reduc­ 
tion of the tariff by one cent’s w orth; he 
says not a syllable in favor of the proposed 
Senate tariff bill. He is for the old regim e 
of protection, unm odified and w ithout any 
discount, and he blows the trum pet therefor 
w ithout a shake Or quaver. 
W hat is to be tho 'upshot of it all? It

B l a i n e ’s reappearance. We arc ready to 
predict th at it will lie some tim e bcforo a 
Republican Senate brings in any bill to re­ 
form (he tariff. And if it should it will be 
a case of a m ountain in labor bringing forth 
a mouse. No honest tariff reform bill will 
ever come from the Republican party. T he 
collar of trusts and monopolies is riveted 
far too firm ly on its neck for that. 


MR. CLEVELAND’S PENSION RECORD. 


One of the reasons given by tho Republi­ 
can speakers and newspapers why Presi­ 
dent C l e v e l a n d should not be re-elected, 
is th at bis adm inistration lias been illiberal 
to soldiers in th e m atter of pensione. How 
far this is from the tru th is shown by even 
a hasty glance at tim figures. Tim old sol­ 
diers have fared better under Dem ocratic 
th an under Republican rule. 
President C l e v e l a n d has been in office 
a little more than three years, and during 
all th a t tim e the Dem ocratic party has been 
in control of the popular branch of Con­ 
gress. A fair comparison of pension records,' 
therefore, m ust be between these three 
years of Dem ocratic rule and tho last three 
years of Republican rule. 
In the last three years of Republican 
ascendency, th a t is, in the fiscal years 1883. 
1884 aud 1885, pension claim s were allowed 
to the num ber of 191,221, of which 108,121 
were original, 79,248 increase, and 3852 
m iscellaneous. In the first three years of 
Dem ocratic rule Hie num ber of pension 
claim s allowed was 359,452, of which 156,- 
220 were original. 181,173 increase, and 
22,055 m iscellaneous. So th at President 
C l e v e l a n d ’s adm inistration has issued 
certificates to tim num ber of 168,231 more 
than were issued under the last Republican 
adm inistration in the sam e length ol time. 
Under C l e v e l a n d the net increase to the 
pension rolls for three years was 104,875, 
while in three years of A r t h u r ’s adm inis­ 
tration it was only 59,428. 
In three years under P resident C l e v e ­ 


l a n d the governm ent lias disbursed in pen­ 
sions to soldiers tim enorm ous sum of $217,- 
3994757.30, w hile in tim three previous 
years but $183,399,216 was paid out—a dif- 
terence in favor of the Dem ocrats of $34,- 
000,541. 
More th an 48,000 new nam es have been 
added to the pension rolls under President 


C l e v e l a n d , and w ith his consent, m ore 
than were added in the last three years of 
Republican adm inistration. 
P resident C l e v e l a n d has never stood in 
the way of any honest and judicious pen­ 
sion m easure. Ho signed tho bill increas­ 
ing to SI 2 per m onth the pensions of more 
than 100,000 widows and dependent rela­ 
tives of soldiers. He signed the bill in­ 
creasing the pensions of over 10.000 criiv

The above cut is an illustration of de­ 
signs of a 28-story office building w hich is 
to be erected a t M inneapolis by J.. S. Buf­ 
fington. an architect of th a t city, who has 
obtained a patent on a m ethod of iron build­ 
ing construction 
which, if practicable, 
threatens to revolutionize the a rto f m odern 
building. T he building is thus described: 
“It consists of tw o continuous skeletons 
of iron, com m encing on the i on footings 
aud continuing of iron and steel to tho full 
height. The fram ew ork consists of a scries 
of continuous lam inated, riveted iron posts, 
dim inishing in size as they ascend; braced 
diag nally, after the m anner of lattice 
bridge girders, and horizontally braced bv 
the iron beams of each floor, which form an 
integral portion of tho building The whole 
fram e 
Is 
covered 
on 
tho 
exterior 
w ith a non-ounducting substance of atwo- 
lute reliability. Tim exterior is form ed of 
stmie and copper. The stone is carried at 
each story, or oftener w hen necessary, by 
m eans of horizontal shelves of iron. Hie 
shelves them selves being hidden by the 
stone. The roof is to he of tile, except tim 
apex, wi ich will bo form ed into a glass 
lookout, from w hich a necessarily vast ex­ 


panse m ay be viewed. The fit st story will 
be a g and rotunda, w ith 12 elevators and 
tw o flights of staiis situated in th e centro. 
T he elevators aro arranged so th at each 
two floors have their own elevator, th a t the 
passengers to the twenty-second or twenty- 
th ird story, for instance, m ay m ake the trip 
w .thout stop, thus expediting the service 
greatly. No woodwork will appear iii tho 
building except doors and window sash. 
\\ hen finished no portion of tho construc­ 
tional iron will be visible. 
Contraction 
and expansion are provided for under the 
patents. 
Each nth ce has its own safe or 
series of safes built in the o tter wall, 
ami form ing a part of their structure— 
w hich tho architect claim s is a feature 
nover before used in the building. Another 
mil ortant consideration in the iron con­ 
struction s the reduced thickness of the 
walls, as these on the exterior of the build­ 
ing clo n o t, in any part exceed 22 inches, 
thereby giving more light and air to the 
offices. Tim build ng does not weigh one- 
halt as much as an ordinary m asonry one 
of the same size. and is m uch c heaper and 
m ore quickly built. The building is HO by 
80 feet on Hie ground. 350 feet to top of 
glass lookout, and contains 728 large offi­ 
ces, all of which are outride rooms.”

A UNIQUE KITCHEN. 


Nomothiiis That W ill Interest Every

Mistress of a H ousehold.

Hero is a unique kitchen w orthy of de­ 
scription. it is not large, having: been built 
to lit a very little wom an. The pantry is to 
tho rear of it. th e dihing-room to tho 
right, tile hall in front and all outdoors to 
the left, though it alands on a narrow city 
lot. The kitchen projects beyond the hall, 
giving room for a door in front, and thoro 
is a second door in the rear leading to a 
back porch and garden. The range chim ­ 
ney stands against th e outer wall, and from 
door to door in sum m er the breeze blows 
perpetually past it. T here are windows, ac­ 
cording to circum stances, some high, some 
low, S'dne big, some little, some in tin* 
upper panels of the door. This tem ple of 
the household gods is finished entirely iii 
wood* for (esthetic reasons quite as m uch 
as utilitarian. Wood finish m eans th a t not 
an inch of plaster appears. Ceiling, w alls 
and floors a re 'a ll of delightfully polished 
yellow 'pine.

The work was done slowly and candidly

The '•wheelbarrow bet” is one of the time- 
honored election wagers, and has been m ade 
probably in every city in tho c un try.

winner in a w heelbarrow for a certain dis­ 
tance ox or a specified route. Several such 
wagers have been made in St. Louis, one of 
the most noted being that m ade by H. Clay 
Sexton in 1858. when he wheeled his vic­ 
torious adversary for several blocks aloug 
Broadway, followed by a iarge and enthu- 
ra st ic crowd.

In curious defiance of the precepts of their 
inspired writers, th© Jew s have been tho 
great rn- ney-lender* of Hie W estern world. 
In very early tim es they charged interest 
only to Gentiles, but later they lent indis­ 
crim inately to whosoever could give the 
security and pay the interest they 
de­ 
m anded. 
They settled in England and 
began trade as early as the rn ddle of the 
th e eighth century, and from tHat tim e t il 
their expulsion, 500 years later, they ad­ 
vanced money to all in tem porary need, 
from the kings downward, a t a rate of in­ 
terest varying from 45 to 65 per cent. 
H ated and despised, the unhappy usurers 
som etim es got the worst of the bargain, and 
attem pts a t w hat m av be called undue ex­ 
tortion wen* punished with savage barbar­ 
ity th at included not only the offender but 
all Hie attainable m em bers of bis race. and 
the riot of 1264, which resulted in the m as­ 
sacre of 500 Jews. arose out of an attem pt 
of one of th eir body to extort more than 2 
per cent. w eekly on a debt of £20. 
Eleven years later an attem pt was made 
to stam p out money lending by m aking it 
unlaw ful to accept any interest on money 
advanced: hut this prohibition was as in ­ 
effective as every subsequent attem pt to do 
away w ith w hat is Proved to be an absolute 
necessity, and the practice continued in de­ 
fiance of the law till, in 1590, all Jew s were 
expelled the kingdom . But, the Jew s gone, 
it was found impossible to conduct affairs 
w ithout tho power of raising money to m eet 
sudden em ergencies, and tho Hebrews were 
soon replaced by the far more usurious 
Lombards, whose national arm s, three gold 
bezants on a sable ground, were hung out as 
a sign of Lombard m erci.aul till, as a m at­ 
ter 01 m ete convenience, the golden coins 
were replaced by the well know n golden 
bails. 
, 
The trade of money lending for long re­ 
m ained in th e hands of Hies© people, who 
have to d d le d our language by Hie words 
“deb.or.” “creditor.” "hank.” ‘‘bankrupt.” 
"cash,” 
"usance,” 
“journal,” 
“d ia ry ,” 
"ledger.” "ditto.” and Hie fam iliar form ula, 
£ s. a .—th e initial letters of their coinage, 
lire, soldi, denari. It may he concluded 
th at the trade rem ained w ith tho Lombards 
in Franco alstf, f a pawnshops were called 
Lombards up to the tim e th at they were ex­ 
tinguished by the Monts de Fiete. 
In italy, as well as in Hie North, the 
money-lenders, w hether Jew s or Lombards, 
traded unm ercifully on the necessities of 
the rn or. till in the rn ddle of tho fifteenth 
century the n tiable condition of th e ir vic­ 
tim s in Fe itgia so roused the charity and 
indignation of one Bernabo de T end, a 
Franciscan monk, th a t to© prevailed on 
certain r:cli and charitable citizens to found 
a charitable bank. 
The relief afforded by 
this charity was im m ense. G reat was tho 
ruin of the moue*-lenders, aud the bank 
continued to produce such happy results 
th a t in 1470 Pone Sextus IV. founded and 
endowed a sim ilar institution in his native 
city of Savona, and nine years later trio 
w ealthy c tizens of Cesena and M antua 
afforced a like relief for th eir poorer fellow* 
towtiBinen.

The fame of the?© Monti di P ieta spread 
quickly. Holland was the first country to 
profit by the Italian exam ple, and in 1508 
Am sterdam led the way with the first of 
th© hundred paw ners’banks th at now bene­ 
fit the title kingdom. 
Fi ance, the country which we now pre­ 
em inently associate w ith Monts de P ete, 
was slow in following the lead of Italy. 
Avignon m ade tho first attem pt, then one 
or two other provincial towns, but the 
fam ous Mont de Fiete of Paris was not 
founded until 1777.

The Monts de Piete of France, though not 
State institutions,enjoy governm ent protec­ 
tion, being a monopoly recognized by law as 
works of public utiluy, and iii no town can 
one be established w ithout the sanction of 
the president of the republic and the con­ 
sent of the local m unicipal council. Each 
town tixes its own t ate of interest, which 
vanes from 14 per cefit. at the newly estab­ 
lished Bank of J ffnikerqiie to 5, 4 ore,von 
to nothing in a few favoied p aces which 
have been enriched by gifis and legacies. 
Each iowa also decides on the m in m um 
sum it will advance to its borrowers, widen 
in one or two places is as high as six francs, 
in others one I ratio, but usually fixed, as in 
Paris, at three francs. The councils have 
als > power to lim it the m axim um loans, but 
only 15 out of 45 centres have availed them ­ 
selves ot tins power. In Paris IO,Quo francs 
is the highest sum loaned at Hie head office, 
and 500 francs the nom inal, hut Olton ex­ 
ceeded, m axim um perm itted a t the succur- 
sales.

Originally the Monts cie Fiete we e affili­ 
ated to tile hospitals, and were obliged to 
hand over their profits to those institutions, 
tiut the great m ajority have now asserted 
their indent ndence. aud devote tueir sur­ 
plus to their own endowm ent. w itlFa resu.t 
th at they are able to offer their loans on 
perpetually decreasing interest. Paris is 
oneof the three names w hich still has to 
hand over its surplus, and it was not until 
very recently th a t it was able to lea ize its 
dem and th at all restorations and necessary 
new buildings lie included in its expenses. 
though these seldom exceed the m odest 
proportions of to per cent, on the capital in­ 
vested.

MESMERISM. 


Making Subjects Insensible to Fain—A 
Girl |s Persuaded That a Cow Sings, 
but Positively Refuses to Play Cards. 
CVV. A. Croffut in North American Review.} 
Mesmerized sensitives do not see any of 
the objects or people in the room except the 
operator, or hear anything e icept his voice. 
They can be m ade apparently cognizant of 
their surroundings only by having their 
attention explicity called to them by the 
operator. Even t hen they generally see im ­ 
aginary objects only. T heir eyes arew*pen 
and their sight appears to an occulist en­ 
tirely norm al, but there is no co-ordination 
of the faculties. If I introduce “a gentle­ 
m an.” they treat him as su c h ; if I introduce 
him as "a young person,” they wonder 
w hether ho is a boy or girl. and are liable to 
address him as either. 
Mesmerism is as perfect anaesthetic as 
ether, and as harm less .as w ater. 
Any mes­ 
m erized person can at once, by a single 
stroke of the hand, bo rendered totally in­ 
sensible to pain, and can have a tooth 
drawn, a cataract removed, a cancer cut out 
or an arni cut off w ithout feeling the slight­ 
est pain, This has been so often dem on­ 
strated th a t am putations frequently take 
place under its influence in the Paris hos­ 
pitals, and it is successfully em ployed in 
obstetrics. 
Itms quito erroneous to suppose th a t the 
conduct of Hie responsive is directed in de­ 
tail by the operator. He only suggests the 
general line <>f thought, and each respon­ 
sive pursues it according to His own know l­ 
edge. experience or pre Helices. I say to my 
responsi es, for instance, th a t I have a 
w onderful educated cow with seven heads. 
They ail w ant to see i t # I call their atten­ 
tion to the im aginary stable door near by; 
they look tow ard it. and when I snap my 
fingers they all see a seven-headed cow 
enter. Now, by question ne them , it be­ 
comes obvious th at they all see a different 
cow. Unless I have designated lier color, 
one sees a w hite cow, another a red cow, 
and so on.

How Diamonds are Cut. 
[Golden Days.] 
The m ajority of people who take any in­ 
terest iii diam onds im agine th a t the cutting 
of tho stone is the m ost difficult part, bul 
th at is a in stake. W hen it conics to Hie 
polishing Hie most sk Iful work has to b e't 
done. 
The first process the rough stone passes 
through is the "cleaving,” which is what 
m ost people call cutting. 
A ch sd is used 
to c eave off the rongu 1 arts, and the cleav­ 
age is m ade into diam ond dust 
Then comes the tedious par . 
Two dia­ 
monds are employed, ©ach cem ented into 
the end of a stick. 
The stones are then 
rubbed toget, er w ith a strong pressure. 
Tins requ re- c o n sid erate experience. As 
it can only be done by hand. it ais© lequircs 
considerable muscle. After this process the 
sk ll of the expert is tried. 
Tee gem is placed in a solder setting and 
is then fastened to a p ece of wood about 
two ieet long. A steel wheel 18 inches in 
diam eter, m aking 2600 revolutions a M in­ 
ute, is used as tlie polisher. The stone in 
tile wood is so arranged as to he balanced 
on amt against th© wheel, producing illy a 
sli lit friction. Diamond d 
t is list ii on 
Hie wheel. Au expert*an tell in a m inute 
as soon as the pol sliirg of a facet -,s com­ 
pleted 
Soinetim s th re are knots in the 
gems and their baldness cannot be im ag­ 
ined. 
The forms usually adopted in cutting the 
diam ond are Hie brilliant, the rose and Hie 
table. The first shows tho gem to tho best 
advantage. Jt is ( (unposed ot a principal 
fack called the tu b e . surm ounted bv a 
num; er of face s. which are cut upou th at 
part of the stone which shows above the 
s tting and wh ch is called the bezel. 
The 
rose, which is very brill ant. is fiat below, 
and cut into facets entirely over the upper 
surface.

MARVELLOUS MEMORIES. 


People Who 
Could 
Read 
The 
Globe 
Through Once and Then W rite It All 
Out W ithout H esitation, 
[Welcome.] 
Mr. Stanton, the United States war m inis­ 
ter during ihe great civil war, bad a very 
retentive memory, and was especially well 
up in D ickens’ works. One evening in the 
early part of 1868 Dickens, then on a read­ 
ing tour in tho States, was dining w ith 
Charles Sum ner, when Mr. Stanton and 
some others were present. The w ar m inis­ 
ter was nut to the tost, and w hen started 
could repeat from memory a chapter from 
any of Dickens? books, showing a m uch 
greater know ledge of the Works than their 
author could boast. Mr. Stanton accounted 
fo rtiu s intim ate knowledge of Dickens by 
m entioning the habit w hich ho had formed 
during the w ar of invariably*reading some­ 
thing by the author of ‘‘Pickw ick,” before 
going to bed at night. 
The late Bishop Prince Lee, first bishop of 
M anchester, was sim ilarly gifted, it is re­ 
lated of him th at beaig once. at an eveirng 
party, started by a lady w ith a line quoted 
from "M arm ion.” he w ent right on with 
Hie poem lrom memory, and could have re­ 
cited the wh ie.* As a further test the sam e 
lady quoted a few words from a conversa­ 
tion iii "Ivanhoe,” w hereupon the bishop 
repeated the whole chapter correctly from 
memory. 
But greater than any of these was Lord 
Macaulay. From a very early age the re­ 
tentiveness of ids memory was extraordi­ 
nary. W hen only three or four years of age 
his m ind m echanically retain <1 the form of 
w hat ho read, so that, as hts m aid said, he 
talked "quite printed w ords.” Once as a 
child, when m aking an alternoon call w itli 
his father, he picked U’> Scott’s "Lay of Hie 
J .ast M instrel” tor the firsttim e, and quietly 
devoured the treasure w hile his seniors 
were engaged in conversation. W hen they 
return© home the boy w ent to his m otlier, 
w ho at the tim e was connned to her bed. 
and sitting down a t the bedside repeated 
w hat bo had been reading, 
the canto, 
until she was tired. 
Later in life ids wonderful memory was 
always a subject of interest to ids friends, 
and orcasii nally was put to searching tests. 
One day a t a board m eeting a t tho Britirii 
Museum M acaulav wrote down from m em ­ 
ory in three parallel colum ns on each of 
four pnges of foolscap a com plete list of the 
Cam bridge senior w ranglers, w ith dates 
and colleges attached, for the IOO years 
(hiring which a record of the nam es had 
been kept in the university calendar. 
"On another occasion,” says Trevelyan. 
Sir David Dttndos asked, ‘M acaulay, do 
you know your Popes?’ ‘No.’ was th e an­ 
swer, ‘I always get wrong am ong the Inno­ 
cents,’ 
But can you say your archbiships 
of C nterbury?’ 
Any tool,’ said Macaulay. 
‘could say his archbishops of C anterbury 
backw ard,' and ii© w ent off at score, draw ­ 
ing breath f illy once in Ord' r to rem ark on 
the oddity of there having been both an 
Archbishop Bancroft and an Archbishop B an­ 
croft. until Sir D a\ id stopped lam a t Cran- 
m er.” M acaulay once said th a t if by any 
possible chance all the copies of "Paradise 
Lost ’ and the "P ilgrim ’s Progress” in ex­ 
istence w ere destroyed, he could 
w rite 
both out again com plete from recollection. 
W hen O’Connell m ade his motion In 
1834 for the repeal of iii© union Mr. T en­ 
nant. m em ber of P arliam ent for Belfast, 
delivered a speech lasting for three and a 
Half hours, full of figures and calculations 
entirely trom m em ory, in whic h lie trusted 
so com pletely tin t ii© sent the m anuscript 
of his speech to the newspapers before he 
delivered it. His confidence was n >t m is­ 
placed, for the oration was spoken w ithout 
a single m istake, or even a m om entary hesi­ 
tation. 
A nother Irish M. P.. Robert Dillon Brown, 
m em ber for Mayo, had th e sam e useful 
larulty. He would dictate a speech to an 
am anuensis, and 24 hours afterw ard, w ith­ 
out looking at it or thinking of the m atter 
iii Hie m eantim e, could repeat it word for 
word. 
W oodfall, the editor of the 
M orning 
Chronicle and brother of Ju n iu s’ publisher, 
was abl© to report accurately in the m orn­ 
ing tile delmt© of til© previous evening 
w ithout taking any notes. 
In semi© cases the m ental action involved 
in feats ot tiffs nature would seen1 to he 
quite m echanical and unintelligent. In tho 
newspapers of January. 1820, there are ac­ 
counts of an extraordinary m an, who was 
known ss 
“M emory-corner Thom pson.” 
T his n an. although lie could hardly re­ 
m em ber anything be heard, could yet re­ 
tain perfectly the nam es and descriptions 
of large collections oi objects th a t m et his 
eye. Ile could take an inventory of the 
contents of a house from cellar to attic 
m erely bv surveying them , and could after­ 
ward w rite it. out from memory. He could 
draw from recollection accurate plans of 
m any London parishes and districts, w ith 
every street, alley, public building, public 
house, etc., duly noted, dow n to the m i­ 
nutest 
topogiaphical 
retails, 
such 
as 
pumps, trees, bow-windows and posts, all 
correctly m arked. 
Conspicuous instances of this m echanical 
kind of m em ory a'o to be found am ong the 
fam ous m ental call ulsters. Jcdediah Bux­ 
ton was a celebrity of this kind about tho 
m iddle of the last century. Ile had but lit­ 
tle education, and indeed was n et able to 
w rite ii is ow n name. But in arithm etic 
aud in abstruse calculations Ids powers 
were w onderful. The following is a speci­ 
m en of the problem s which, w hen put to 
the test, lie solved m entally in a few 
m inutes: Find how m any cubical eighths 
of an inch thero are in a quadrangular mass 
m easuring 23,145.789 yards long.

[TV. A. Croffutt in St. Louis Rosf-Dispatch.] 
Every week. from some direction, comes to 
the patent office att application for a patent 
for perpetual m otion, for th ere is abroad 
through the land an unfounded rum or th at 
the governm ent has offered $1,000,000 for 
the discovery of such a device. 
No con­ 
tradiction corrects Hie impression any m ore 
than it does th e equally preposterous delu­ 
sion th a t somebody has offered to pay $1 OO 
for 1,000.000 postage stamps. 
W hen each 
new claim for perpetual m otion arrives 
Commissioner Hall m erely w rites back: 
“ Please file a working model and your ap­ 
plication will be considered.” 
This always 
puts a stop to it, for the model never works. 
The com m issioner showed m e yesterday 
two old volum es. “ Perpetuum Mobile,” a 
chronic e of th e various devices for perpet­ 
ual motion. T he first were madb 2000 years 
ago, and since th a t tim e th e delusion has 
stum bled through jso m any com plicated 
failures th a t all governm ents are justified 
in doing w hat Hie French Academ y did as 
early as 1775—refuse to consider any inven­ 
tion which claim s to give power w ithout an 
equivalent expenditure of energy. 
Application was m ade some tim e ago 
from K entucky for a p aten t for ‘‘tying a 
w eight of specific gravity to a cow’s tai! to 
keep her from sw itching it w hen you are 
m ilking.” 
The ingenious rustic failed to define spe­ 
cific gravity, and he was very m uch sur­ 
prised to get an answ er from the exam iner: 
"P aten t refused. Idea old. Seems to be 
virtually tho sam e as th at invented by the 
’Squire of Spain’s m ost fam ous knight. 
W hen Hie m ule brayed and disturbed las 
sleep Sancho Panza noticed th a t it always 
elevated its tail sim ultaneously, so he tied 
a weight of specrifle gravity to th e m ule’s 
tail,’and the sleep of Don Quixote was dis­ 
turbed no m ore.” 
An odd paten t has been granted to sh u t 
the m oth-m iller out of beehives. A ru ral 
observer noticed th at, by some curious pro­ 
vision of nature, the m oth-m iller got into 
beehives at th e very tim e chickens w ent to 
roost. He acted accordingly, and his de­ 
vice m akes th e w eight of Hie chickens, 
when they fly to tho roost, clos© a g a te at 
the m outh or th e beehives, w hich effectu­ 
ally excludes the m oth. 
Tho inventor 
thoughtfully says in hts application : “B ut I 
expect th at, atter a tim e, tile m iller mav 
get sense enough to keep w atch of tho 
ctiickens and come in a few m inutes ear­ 
lier.” 
An applicant for a gas p aten t proposes to 
m ake gas by "heating air red h ot!” 
A funny patent, for which tiler© is not an 
extensive sale, is a spiral spring, for m ules’ 
feet, to elevate the anim als eight inches 
from the ground. This is for use only in 
war. and enables a how itzer to be tired from 
a m ule’s back w ithout breaking his legs by 
the recoil, i t is said to till a m ule w ith as­ 
tonishm ent, aud to m ake him seasick 
A nother patent, actually granted, some­ 
w hat analogous to tiffs, is for stilts for a 
horse. They ate adjustable, and can be 
fastened 011 two legs of a horse on the sam e 
side. "so as to plow w ith th e anim al on a 
side h ill!” Tlie opinion of the horse regard­ 
ing the value of this invention is not on file. 
The agricultural (ontrivances are very 
num erous, and some of them are so in­ 
genious as to suggest th a t the inventor 
m ust have sat in tile warm corner of the 
fireplace and thought about them all w in­ 
ter. One farm er has utilize& a horse’s step 
by fastening a corn planter to each of Ids 
fore feet, so th a t in driving him across the 
lWld he will punch the seed 
into 
tho 
ground and cover it a t every step all day, 
for ids boots ore filled w ith corn. 
A patent exists for m ounting a house on 
wheels so th a t it m ay bo turned around on 
a circular track, the benefit boing th at 
every part of the residence is thus alter­ 
nately brought to Hie front gate, and the 
sun, which is notoriously lim ited to a sem i­ 
circuit, is m ade to shine into every window 
in spite of th e laws ot th e solar system . I 
am sorry to report th a t this patent is n early 
run out, and th a t if people w ith cavernous 
and darksom e rooms would take advantage 
of it they m ust do so w ithout fu rth er delay. 
T here is a paten t for putting springs 
under a Loupe to keen on earthquake from 
tum bling it down—bv the inventor of the 
how itzer-resisting mule. 
T here is a p atent for sinking a steam 
boiler so deep into' the earth th at th e great 
h eat would generate steam for use on the 
surface—thus avoiding explosions ami sav­ 
ing fuel. It is tho opinion cf some geolo­ 
gists th at sufficient h eat for tiffs would be 
obtained at a depth ot about three miles. 
W orthy of notice here is the schem e for 
supplying cities w ith m ilk. The invento r 
prom si s to lay a com plete system of pipes, 
fill them w ith w ater to keep them pure 
and cool, and let in m ilk at the end! 
An application was m ade for a patent for 
"a device to enable a dog to tu rn a short 
corner,” but it is yet hung up in the patent 
office on account of doubtsof its utility. Tho 
inventor said lie had noticed th at a dog, in 
turning a corner rapidly, alw ays projected 
his tail in an opposite direction, striving 
thus to overcom e ids m om entum . 
This 
claim ant claim s a palm -leaf fan so tied to a 
clog’s tail th a t it will operate vertically, and 
thus enab.e him more readily to alter his 
course. 
A curious patent has been granted “to en­ 
able trains to avoid collisions.” It provides 
th a t one train shall be supplied w ith a pro­ 
longed inclined cow-catcher in front and 
rear, so th a t the other train, appearing u n ­ 
expectedly, instead of telescoping will run 
right up on the top of it and over on the 
level track at the other end. Tho inventor 
is now cudgeling his bra n to decide which 
train shall be the clim ber and which the 
dum b. 
A nother curious patent is a stupendous 
swing to be elevated above the railroad de­ 
pot, containing such passengers as desire to 
take the next express train which does pot 
stop. W hen the train is sighted tho swing 
is oscillated, and when it goes thunder ng 
underneath Hie sw ing moves gently in the 
direction the H a ti is g< lug and quietly 
spills rite passengers into the cars. Tiffs in­ 
vention has not been tried. 
A new foot-warm er th a t attracts some at­ 
tention in a showcase is a forked rubber 
tube th at runs down over the chest and 
down 1 lie pantaloon logs and into the boots. 
The m ethod of c nveying caloric to tho 
low er extrem ities is Hie reverse of com pli­ 
cated. Tlie wearer sim ply blows into the 
too of the tulle. 
One of tho curious patents of recent years 
is a wooden cat covered w ith lum inous 
paint to scare aw a t tats. 
A patent for a church collection box was 
taken out by a M ethodist deacon of Con­ 
necticut recently. B is s o constructed th at 
the surface box instantaneously turns over, 
depositing each coin into a lower box. This 
p.events m oney being taken out of tho box 
and it exposes those who pretend to m ake 
an "offering.” but do not, for a gesture is 
not follow 'd by the jingle. 
The slot m achines, which "m ove if you 
drop in a nickel.” instead of being new, as 
generally thought, were in use 2000 years 
ago,and doled out holy w ater at the Tem ples 
of Diana.

RESIDENT HAYES 
had a great m any dif­ 
ficulties to contend 
w ith at tho begin­ 
ning of his term . It 
was anything b at a 
path 
of 
roses 
on 
which 
he 
set out. 
It is very m uch to his 
*1 credit th a t on 
tho 
whole he m ade his 
way so well and so satisfactorily. His adm in­ 
istration covered the concluding period ot 
political and financial reconstruction after 
the war. On the one hand it succeeded in 
restoring to th eir norm al w orking in the 
Union the States which his predecessor had 
whipped back Irorn th eir foolish rebellion. 
On the bther, it succeeded in ridding the 
financial system of the country of the wild 
heresies th at had threat* ne*! it w ith all the 
perils ot cheap m oney and a worthless 
paper currency, and established it on the 
firm and honest basis from which it has not 
since been shaken. 
R utherford B. Hayes w as born in Ohio in 
1822. At the outbreak of the w ar he was a 
law yer in C incinnati. 
He then enlisted in 
the volunteers, and when the war was over 
cam e out of it a m ajor-general, and w ith a 
very brilliant record for gallant conduct. 
H e was a t once sent to Congress and was 
re-elected in I860. 
In 18G7 he was chosen 
governor of Ohio and was re-elected in 
1869. 
After retiring from this office he 
again contested for it in 1875 w ith W illiam 
Allen, the Dem ocratic candidate, who had a 
voice like a great fog born aud lifted it 
aloud. 
But Hayes was elected. 
In this 
cam paign the great is ue, an issue which 
involved the whole country, was honest 
m oney, a currency redeem able in coin, aud 
th e resum ption of specie pavinputs. It was 
the critical tim e w hen th e danger was 
greatest th at the country would be cursed 
w ith an irredeem able 
paper 
currency. 
Hayes was elected on th a t issue. 
The at­ 
tention 
of 
th e 
country 
was 
called 
to 
hun. 
Ho 
m ade 
such 
a 
good 
fight, 
and 
showed 
him self 
so 
firm 
and sound on this and every other question 
of good governm ent th a t iii th e scram ble 
am ong the more b rilliant and famous can­ 
didates a t the next Republican national 
convention in 1876, tho prize of th e Repub­ 
lican nom ination for the presidency slipped 
away from them and foil into his hands. It 
is to our Am erican youth another exam ple 
—not so rare as m any croakers are apt to 
claim —of a m an advanced politically not 
because of his brilliance < >r deftness, but be­ 
cause he has been fouiiu honest, safe and 
trustw oithy. W illiam A. W heeler of New 
York w as the candidate for vice president. 
On the Dem ocratic side the opposing can­ 
didates Mere Sam uel J. Tilden of New York 
and Thom as A. H endricks of Indiana. H ie 
electoral cam paign was a very exciting 
one, as political struggles are apt to be 
w hen th e contending parties are nearly 
equal. W hen it was over there was a vehe­ 
m ent dispute concerning th e 
electoral 
votes of Louisiana, Florida and South Caro­ 
lina. The Dem ocrats claimed the count in 
all these States. The Republicans claimed 
th a t in everyone of them the negro vote 
had 
been intim idated, 
suppressed and 
counted out by fraud and violence. The re­ 
turning boards iii each of these States cer­ 
tified hi favor of Hayes and W heeler, thus 
giving them one m ajor.ty in tile electoral 
college. In February. 1877, tho tim e came 
for 
counting 
aud 
declaring tho vote 
in 
the 
.oint 
convention 
of 
the 
tw o 
houses 
of 
Congress. 
So 
in ­ 
tense was then tho feeling 
over 
the 
votes cf these disputed Stat* s th a t a body of 
referees, called th e electoral commission, 
was appointed by an act of Congress, and 
the question referred to them . 
They con­ 
sisted of five judges of the suprem e Court, 
of three Republican and twoDem ocratic sen­ 
ators and of tw o Republican and three 
Dem ocratic representatives. 
They held 
their sessions in th e Suprem e Court loom. 
It w as a very imposing trial. E m inent law­ 
yers argued before it on either side. The 
whole nation held its breath aud looked on 
w ith fever sh anxiety. There was some fear 
th a t the trial would he too severe a si rain 
on the strength of our in stitu t o r , and that 
they would crack and go Sown under the 
pressure. 
The com nnss on decided by a 
vote of eight to seven th a t there was no go­ 
ing behind tho certificates. 
Hayes was 
therefore declared elected, and so had the 
double title of a m ajority of electoral votes 
and of the confirm ation of a solem n court. 
There is little doubt, aiso, th at if the colored 
people in the three States in question could 
have had a full and fair vote and count, the 
m ajority was for him . But it was a storm y 
tim e, and great credit is due to all con­ 
cerned th a t the decision was acquiesced in 
bo generally. A few hot heads growled and 
threatened, h u t the echo of their oaths soon 
faded out of the air and the tem pest gave 
way to pleasant skies. The result is a very 
striking evidence of the firmness of our 
governm ental system. 
Upon his inauguration President Hayes 
was confronted w ith problem s of a diffi­ 
culty such as no successor has encountered 
or is likely to encounter for m any years lo 
come. He was ham ; ered by the h itter feel­ 
ing th at grew out of the quarrel over his 
election. He was to face the task of restor­ 
ing tho rebel Southern States to th eir or­ 
ganic place and working in th e national 
Bystem on the one lihnd. and of protecting 
the newly enfranchised negroes in their 
rights on the other. He had to deal M'ith 
very trying financial issues involving the 
credit and honor of the nation. He ap­ 
pointed some distraguts! ed m en for his 
cabinet. The secretary of state was W il­ 
liam M. E varts of New York, a famous 
law yer and wit, equally noted for the am ­ 
plitude of his legal argum ents and the 
geodetic 
length of his sentences. The 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury 
was John 
Sherm an, 
a 
very 
tall 
m an 
from 
Ohio, M’ho had heel*, in Congress from I c- 
fore the w ar and who conducted his great 
departm ent of the public money w ith great 
ability, leaving it at last in a condition 
w hich Mas the adm iration of th e financial 
world, and m aking him self as famous in 
statesm anship as his brother, th e general, is 
in M’ar. The postm aster general was David 
M. Key of Tennessee, who, having been a 
ye bel soldier, had now renew ed bis loyalty , 


and was selected to show the disposition of 
the adm inistration lo recognize all sections 
of tho restored Union. 
General Charles 
Devens of M assachusetts, a soldier and a 
judgo, Mas attorney general: the versatile 
Carl .Schurz,secretary of th e in terio r: George 
W. MoCreary of Iowa. of war, and R chard 
W. Thompson of Indiana, of the navy. The 
.first nut to crack M as the dill m um in South 
C arolina and Louis! >na, In tach of these 
States there was a double State governm ent, 
a Republican governor and Legislature 
and a Dem ocratic governor and Legislature 
each claim ing to be in authority. In * ach 
S tate Capitol n ere Federal soldiers, whose 
influence and arm s were on tho side of the 
local Republicans. It is no doubt true that 
if every cole)od m an could have had his 
vote and had it counted in those States, the 
Republican 
party would have had the 
ruling 
to m er 
to 
which 
its m a ority 
entitled 
it. 
On 
tho 
other 
hand 
it 
is also true th a t the Dem ocrats had with 
them the great hulk of the wealth and 
leadership of these States. President Hayes 
cam e to the conclusion th at soma tim e cr 
o th er these local governm ents m ust rest on 
th eir own bottom and noton the ticklish 
point of a bayonet. It m ust have been a 
little aw kw ard for him to kick down the 
very ladder by which lie 
had 
him self 
(rightly, I think.) been boosted into the 
presidency. It was not clear how the Re­ 
publican State m achinery could he sound 
enough to give him the electoral votes of 
tin se States, but not sound enough to jus­ 
tify its own continued existence. B ut ho 
did w hat he thought was right and n iiu t 
seemed l est under all the circum stances. 
He determ nod to w .thdraw the Federal 
soldiers. He tried concil.atory m easures. 
Ho got the rival governors together. He 
appoint^! some leading citizens of both 
parties, such as General Joseph R. Hau’ley 
of Connecticut and ex-Governor Brown of 
Ti uncase*, to visit the scene of the conflict 
in Louisiana and to a d in its pacification. 
He induced leading Souths, tiers to promise 
th eir 
influence on the side of 
peace. 
In April, 1877, ho recalled the bay* nets of 
the last Ignited States soldiers from the 
S tate houses of South Carolina and Louisi­ 
ana. His action was not approved by all his 
own party. Since th a t tim e the Southern 
States have had their own way in their 
local affa is, and a pretty high-fianded and 
rough way it has sornet mes been. Some of 
the N orthern men, who had settled among 
them and had heldFederal office, and whom 
they called “carpet baggers,” w e # com­ 
pelled to take up their carpet hags and 
move on. Tho negroes, who in m any dis­ 
tricts. M ere in groat m a orities, have some­ 
how s nee then been always in the m inority 
w hen it cam e to voting, w hich leads to a 
substantial suspicion th at they have been 
counted out. But the original notion of the 
integrity of a State in the adm inistration of 
its local affairs has been so far restored that 
each has been left to work out in that re­ 
spect its own salvation for itself. Aud, 
under our Constitution, Mhlch the Mar re­ 
stored to its form er operation, it is not easy 
to see hon’, at th a t tim e, m uch else could 
have been done than President Hayes aid. 
It was in the folloM'ing sum m er of 1877 
th at a series of bloody strikes and riots 
broke out on the lines of some of tho great 
railroads. They arose in some m easure from 
th e bald business tim es which hogan with 
the financial crash of 1878. and resulted in 
com m ercial and industrial depression and 
distress. It has I een claim ed th a t loo,OOO 
m en were in these disturbances, wliich ex­ 
tended North and West. It was the begin­ 
ning of th at organized national m ovem ent 
am ong the la lo r operatives which 
has 
since then been directed in far wiser and 
m ore peaceful channels of agitation. 
The 
governors of Pennsylvania, M aryland and 
W est Virginia called on the president for 
aid, th eir own m ilitia forces having, after 
.several bloody fights, been found insuffi­ 
cient. He issued a p ro clam atio n and sent 
troops to various places. 
W ithout further 
bloodshed, order was restored. 
President Hayes in his letter of accept­ 
ance had declared in favor of the reform of 
the civfi service and had in all his public 
career shown a disposition to practise its 
principles. D uring and after the M ar tho 
num ber of persons employed in tho civil 
service of the governm ent had grown to an 
enorm ous extent, not far from 10 0 ,0 0 0 per­ 
sons, each w ith his salary and each holding 
a position which some outsider is always 
hungry to get. Such a body of m en, if de­ 
pendent for* their places upon party alle­ 
giance or political favoritism and not upon 
the m erit w ith which they discharge their 
offices m ust become, unlike any other busi­ 
ness or clerical force, a part of a partisan 
m achine, enjoying the bounty of th e gov­ 
ernm ent and using it to fui thor the per­ 
sonal am bitions of those patty m asters on 
whom they depend. By President Hayes’ 
tim e tho war w filii its other great absorbing 
interests being over, a strong aud earnest 
endeavor had begun for the retorm of this 
evil u hfch was describe^ under Hie phrase 
th at "to tho victors b long the spoils.” and 
w hich m ade th e em ployes of tho civil ser­ 
vice the henchm en of their p arty ’s candi­ 
dates and lead rs. President Hayes insti- 
tu ed com petitive exam inationsfoi appoint­ 
m ents in some of tho official bureaus. He 
instructed tho secretary of the treasury 
" th a t 
the collection 
of 
th e revenues 
should he free from partisan control,” 
and 
th at 
party 
leaders 
should 
have 
no 
m ore 
influence 
in appoint­ 
m ents than 
oth* r 
equally 
icsoectablo 
citizens. In the sum m er of 1877 he issued 
the fam ous executive order th a t "no officer 
should be required or perm itted to take part 
in the m anagem ent of political organiza­ 
tions, caucuses, conventions, or election 
campaigns. T heir r'g h t to vote or to ex­ 
press th eir views on pubic1 questions, either 
orully or through the press, is not denied, 
provided it does not interfere w ith the dis­ 
charge of tho r official d u tis . No assess­ 
m en t for political purposes on officers or 
subordinates should be allowed. This rule 
is applicable to every departm ent of the, 
civil service. It should be understood by 
every officer of the general governm ent 
th a t he is expected to conform his conduct 
to its requirem ents.” No president since 
Hayes has gone so far as this in actual 
practice. It was recognized as the honest 
adopt.on of a reform policy, although many 
disapproved of it, some on principle and 
some for partisan reasons. As yet tho civil 
service reform law had not been enacted, 
and the only chance for practical reform 
was through the voluntary action of the 
executive. 
In December, 1877. President Hayes de­ 
livered his first annual message. In it he 
claim ed th at his Southern policy had been 
successful in restoring local stability, the 
re-establishm ent of order and the revival 
of commerce. He urged the resto ratu n of 
specie paym ents. He urged the paym ent 
of the United States bonds in gold, and ar­ 
gued against their paym ent in silver, on the 
ground th at tho governm ent ought not "to 
pay its obligations in a coin of less value 
th an th a t con em ulated by the 
parties 
when the bonds Mere issued.” l i e there­ 
fore opposed m aking silver legal tender 
except for sm all am ounts. H e urged an 
appropriation for the civil service commis­ 
sion ami the civilization of the Indians. 
Congress did not respond to all his recom­ 
m endations. Itrelu sed to appropriate any* 
money for the civil service commission. A 
bill went through the House re; ealing the 
law for resum ing specie paym ents, The 
present existing silver law M’as passed, pro­ 
viding for a silver dollar of 412'is grains 
m aking it rill legal tender for alt debts, 
public and private, and requiring the treas­ 
ury to buy not less than $2,OJO,OOO nor 
moro than 
§4,OOO,OJO 
w orth of silver 
bullion every m onth and coin it into silver 
dollars. President Hayes returned this hill 
w ith a veto, on the ground th a t a silver dol­ 
lar of th at standard was at a discount of 
8 or IO cents, th a t is w orth only ai out OO 
cents (it is dom’, 1888, worth very m uch less 
than that), and th a t to m ake it a full legal 
lender for a dollar in paying debts or M’ages 
or in buying goods, M’as 
dish<ne-t and 
bad faith. Tho bill, however, passed both 
houses over his veto by a tw o-thirds vote, 
and is now tho law. And a poor law it is, 
male rig two kinds of dollars, one worth 
about three-fourths as m uch as the other, 
je t both equally good tender for the p a y ­ 
m ent of a debt. As a result of tins law, not 
only a o tho vaults of tho treasury filled 
Mith silver doffing, u hich nobody wants 
yet Hie m ints m ust go on coining, but new 
\ aults are required and built to m eet the 
overflow. A t th is rettion the House, being 
Democratic, set on foot an investigation 
into th e old m atter of I rands in the presi­ 
dential count of Louisiana and Florida. 
But, as usual, the Dem ocratic m em bers of 


the com m ittee of investigation reported one 
way and the Republicans the other, and 
nothing cam e of flip inqn ry. except th at 
certain 
revelations 
concerning 
certain 
cypher d 1 snatches showed th at Mr. Tilden 
was deeper in the m ud than Mr. Hayes in 
tho mire. It was too jato to unsettle tho 
verdict of th c’electoral commission. 
Iii his second annual message in Decem­ 
ber. 1878. President Hayes called attention 
to the fact that w hile Ins policy had on tho 
whole tended tow ards tho lest ration of 
good feeling in tho South,yet in m any con­ 
gressional districts "the rights of the col­ 
ored voters had been overridden.” On the 
first day of January, 1h79, occurred tho 
great financial event of his adm inistration 
—th e resum ption of specie paym ents. This 
date for th a t consum m ation had been fixed 
by the act of Congress of Jan. Ik, 1875; hut 
the work of its consum m ation and tho prep­ 
aration for it had been done in President 
H ayes’ 
adm inistration. 
John 
Sherm an, 
Secretary of the Treasury, had been getting 
and holding en to all the gold he could ac­ 
cum ulate m the treasury. There had been 
opposition and attem pts to repeal the re­ 
sum ption act, and num bers of croakers and 
speculators had bawlod that it never could 
or w ould go into successful operation. 
B ut 
the 
adm inistration 
had 
bravely 
stood up to th e w ork of keeping the 
nation’s pledge, and when the tim e came 
there was coin enough on hand to m eet and 
pay all tho United States legal tender no es 
th a t were likely to he offered for redem p­ 
tion in coin. And, as always liapix ns in 
such cases, everybody, know iiig th at his 
legal tenders could be thus converted into 
gold, nobody w anted toconvert the rn, m uch 
preferring convenient pa’per bills to clum sy 
and heavy < oins. So it happened th at w ith­ 
out a ripplo specio paym ent was resum ed, 
G eneral business had improved. The for­ 
eign trade of the country in exports and 
im ports was enorm ous, There was a large 
surplus income from the national revenues 
to apply to the paym ent of the la b ile debt 
incurred in consequence of the war. Tho 
era of national prosperity had set in; and 
Die perils of an inflated, irredeem able paper 
currency MTero avoided, 
T his year President Hayes had a good 
deal of fricti* n w ith s< me < t his leading 
office holders. In New York city lie sus­ 
pended 
Chester A. 
A rthur, afterw ards 
president, and Alonzo B. Cornell from tho 
offices of collector of customs ami naval 
officer in th a t port, because, as lie claimed, 
they had failed to conform to his civil ser­ 
vice executive order hereiptofore recited. 
He rem oved on sim ilar grounds Hie post­ 
m aster at St. Louis. He charged His new 
appointees to conduct their offices on 
strictly business principles and in accord- 
dance w ith his executive order, By his in­ 
struction the system of selecting clerks by 
com petitive exam inations M as then adopted 
in tile custom house and post offico in New 
York. These changes were not m ade w ith­ 
out a good deal of feei ng and opposition in 
his own parly, aud w ith m uch to he said in 
behalf of the efficient incum bents he re­ 
moved. 
But it all Meat into the slew 
grinding mills of tile tim e and helped cut 
tho ultim ate grist of an advanced public 
sentim ent for tho cause of a reform ed civil 
service. 
This sam e year President Hayes 
vetoed a hill to restrict Chinese im m igra­ 
tion. The feeling against foreign imm m ra- 
ti< n was then not so stri ng as it has since 
then 
rapidly 
and justly groM’ii. 
There 
was a gold deal left of the old generous 
notion of m aking our country an asylum 
for all the world. Tile bill was also in con­ 
flict w ith treaties which the United States 
had m ade M ith China. This last was Hie 
m ain ground of the veto. 
President Hayes had a bitter conflict 
w ith Congress in its session of 1879. No 
president has used the veto power w ith 
more firmness and good sense, in tho regu­ 
lar session which ended March 4, 1879, the 
Republicans had a m ajority in tho Sonata 
and the Dem ocrats in the House. As they 
could not agi;ec as to certain am endm ents 
to tho appropriation bills, by which tho 
iat;or p irty attem pted 
to deprive tile 
U nited State governm ent of the superv s- 
ion of elections, the result was t h a t -onto 
of these appropriation bills failed, au d io 
th a t extent there M as no money to m eet the 
expenses of running Hie governm ent. Tile 
president, therefore, called an extra session, 
at which Hie Dem ocrats were a m ajority in 
both Senate and House, and so had their 
own way in Congress. They m ight have 
passed bills repealing tile laws which they 
rega: (led as obnoxious, but they knew these 
would be vetoed by a Republican president. 
They tic re ore attached provisions for such 
a repeal to the appropriation hills, as much 
as to say th at no appropriat on should be 
m ade for running the ordinary m achinery 
of the governm ent, witli its arm y and 
courts and public departm ents, unless these 
laM’s, which tile Republicans had passed in 
tile interest of honest elections, were re­ 
pealed. 
They 
looked 
for 
the 
Presi­ 
dent 
to 
subm it 
rat lift 
than 
take 
the risk of stopping tho w heels of the 
governm ent. 
They attached to the arm y 
appropriation hill a repeal of the law of 
1865 perm itting the use of troops to keep 
peace at tho polls. B ut the president vetoed 
it, first on the ground th at there was am ple 
law already against undue m ilitary inter­ 
ference w ith the ejections and th at tao 
U nited Slates should have tho power to 
preserve peace a t th e polis, and second, on 
tho ground th at the tacking of such im ­ 
portant legislation on appropriation bills 
was improper. 
Tho bdl was then i asmd 
w ithout tile objectionable provisions. 
B ut 
a separate bill was then passed onac ing 
these provisions by them selves. 
This was 
also vetoed. Next, the I democrats pa set! an 
appropriation bill for the expenses of Con­ 
gress aud the courts and tho executive 
departm ents, w ith a rider annexed attack­ 
ing Hic supervision of United States e ec- 
t'ons. President Hayes vetoed this, claim ing 
th at supervision had been found necessary 
to prevent frauds and was in the interest of 
a fi ee aud lair election. He vetoed a fourth 
bill appropriating m oney for judicial ex­ 
penses, because a rider was attached to it 


calculated to defeat these election Jaws by 
! roiiil Ring tile paym ent of tho expenses 
and fe e -necessity to enforce them . 
Both 
these hills were afterw ards passed w ithout 
tho objectionable provisico. 
.Still a fifth 
hill appropriating m oney to pay Ignited 
S tites m arshals was passed w ith a sim ilar 
rid r, and this v as also vetoed. 
It did not 
become law, and so some of the officers ot 
tho I Tiffed Elates courts Mere left for a year 
w ithout any provision for their paym ent. 
’ In his third annual message of December, 
1879, th e President recom m ended th e sus­ 
pension of further silver coinage, the re­ 
funding of the public dent at a low er rate 
of interest, aud tho retiren out of lite 
greenbacks. The country M as now so pros­ 
perous and (he public credit so high that 
Secre ary Sherm an was enabled to refund 
the public debt at 4 and 4 l a per cent, inter­ 
est: and m uch of it has sinco been re­ 
funded at .a. 
It began to he paid off and 
to dim inish rapidly, 
No such successful 
financial achievem ent has ever been ac­ 
complished in tho Instory of Hie world, in 
1880 President Hayes vetoed another ap­ 
propriat on bdl containing the form er ob­ 
jectionable rider; and it afterw ards passed 
with the rider striken off. He had in his 
letter ol o c e n ta n e positively refused to be 
a candidale for re-election; and in N ovem ­ 
ber, l.svj, the contest for tho presidency was 
between Jam es A. Garfield the# Republican 
and W infield S. Hancock the Dem ocratic 
candidates, 
th e prosperous condition of 
the country, the fear of disturbing it, and 
tile good results which had attended Presi­ 
dent Hayes’ adm inistration, all contributed 
to the trium ph of tiio Republican party. 
In ids fourth ai d last annual m essage of 
December, 1880, President Hayes renew cd 
his re* onion ndation in favor of civil ser­ 
vice reform , tho suspension of the silver 
coinage and the retirem ent of the green­ 
backs 
tie announced treaties w ith China 
affecting com m erce and im m igration, and 
authorizing Hie I in cd States to regulate 
tin; latter. He also urged tho evident neons* 
s. tv of aiding steam postal com m unication 
w ith s o u th A inerLa and the c a u s e d edu­ 
cation in the Bout e m 'States. One of Ids 
J st acts was to veto, M arch a. 1881, an act 
calculated to im pair the national banking 
system, 
I Im siory of President H ayes’ adm inistra­ 
te n wwitid ro t he com plete w ithout refer­ 
ence to ids wi.e. Lucy W. Hayes', who pre­ 
sided cv r th - dom estic realm of tho Wh ie 
llou-e tv ii bg) eat d istin c toil. A woman of 
peisonaI lr ality and m ental accomplish- 
m enu. she graced tho high position sue oc­ 
cupied aud yet m ade it consistent w ith tho 
home oi a i American fam ily, in which she 
was an exem plary wife and motlier, him 
was an < arnest a vocate ot tem; crance and 
would not term t tho use of Mine at the 
Executive Mansion. On Hie retirem ent of 
lier husband from office she shared w til 
him tho i opular verdict of i raise and was 
herself the recipient of cordial aud num er­ 
ous tributes to the respect in which she M'as 
held. 
A serious blot on tho adm inistration of 
F resident Hayes was the outrage inflicted 
on tho Ponca tribe of Indians. Up to 18:7 
they owned some ye,moo acres of land in 
southeastern D akota by an absolute title 
Iro n tho i m t d S ta t's guaranteeing them 
quiet enjoym ent. '£ lie? Mere some duo per­ 
son*., well disposed, friendly, nev* r causing 
our govci uiyeut any trouble. 
They were 
advanced 
in 
civilization, w ith schools, 
lirhoolhocse, 
cl nr* Ii. cultivated 
farm.*, 
shop*, s * am sawm ill cud seine 160 com­ 
ic)) facia ii -u--es. iii iv it tho I luted States. 
by irs own blunder, conveyed these lands to 
the 8 mix, A f.oi' arris, ins:cad of repair­ 
ing 
tho error, Hic m akeshift plan Mas 
adopted of rem oving tho Pencils 5 o miles 
. M ay to the Iud an ; erritory. Congress ap­ 
propriated <4*>,000 for th spurpo.se, bul bad 
the decency to ma e tho consent of the 
tribe a condition of their removal. 
Every 
effort was m ade to chia n tins cons ut. 
I he agents of tho interior departm ent;tried 
eoa*lug, win cd ing cheating, intim idation 
and * yen arrest. I ut all to no purpose, and 
the irilo ’s consent was never obtained, 
th e re was no more ratification for their 
rem oval th an tor rooting up a village in 
M assachusetts and exiling its citizens to 
Baum 8 Bay. At last, at tho i oint of tile 
bayonet, the poor creatures wero driven off 
by U nited States troops. 'I hey sold tile r 
ponies to raise mon y to .‘end an agent to 
'N ash ngtoii to intercede for them . Relief 
was refused, Tho rem oval M'as pressed. 
In spite of 
earnest 
representations iii 
their behalf the outrage, though begun 
some 
years 
before, was 
consum mated 
nuder President 
Hayes and iii? secre­ 
tary 
of 
tho 
interior. 
Th'* 
Poncas 
wero com; d ied to abandon their tom es 
end farm s, bor tM’o 
out, severe winter* 
th o 1 were w andering, exposed to storm and 
cold. 
J heir shelter M’as a canvas tent. 
J boy endured untold suffering. Old aud 
young, sick and infirm, women andcfiild- 
len, all were subject *1 to tim same cruelty. 
I wo hundred of them flied fro a tho expos­ 
ure. A com m ittee of tho Senate which in­ 
vest! ated Hie m atter reported th a t "th® 
com m ittee can find no language su ficiently 
strong iii which to cond. m u the whole pro­ 
ceeding. 
I lie m assacre of Glencoe, in 
u htoh pen tied 40 perm its M'holiad been 
guilty of taking up arm s, is lot to be com- 
p a1 od with tho hoi- or of this cold-blooded 
im. uity by wlii Ii five tim e- th at num ber 
o. in; oc. ut people were pit i essly sacrifice I. 
Asia® from this. President Hayes is to he 
credited w th one of the most pra'-ew orthy 
adrm m strat ens in our history. Few presi­ 
dents ! ave by on confronted with m ote per­ 
plexing and 
im portant problems. 
I be 
country was in a transition state. 
Too 
r bel Stat s. gravitat ug back to the hands 
of th e ir .natural leaders, yet w ith great 
num bers of recently cnfraticlr'sed colored 
citizens, piloted a m ost trying problem in 
til - pre or vat ion of tho r hts and into est* 
of eitho'. Th-1 county Mas in t i*> last and 
p ost • ainful Hi rues of tho convulsion th at 
attended the solution of its financial sys­ 
tem. There was the peril at once of a natron

How He Made Money 
Out of a Pres! 
Somebody Elae Invented, an d Then 
Spent it Foolishly. 
(Kennebec Journal.j 
"G enius—as the world 
knows it—isn ’f 
very often coupled M ith th e shrew d calcu 
luting qualities which accum ulate w ealth,’ 
rem arked a citi * n to the "scribe as th ei 
stood w atching tho w orkings of a largt 
Adams press in the Journal press room 
yesterday. 
The scribe was about to controvert th * 
opinion by citing Hie cases of a num ber of 
authors whose pens had M on them not only 
fame, but fortnne as well. lie was sh u t off, 
however, with tho rem ark: 
"I w asn't th in k in g specially of the world 
of letters, although I have no doubt my re 
m ark would boid equally trite there. I h a rt 
reference to the rule—not the exception, 
and was considering it specially in its ap­ 
plication to the inventive spirit of th e age." 
I he scr.be ventured to speak of Edison 
and Howe. of W ebb and Bell, b ut the 
citizen shi4 him off w ith the decided asser­ 
tion : 
"Those are the exceptions. T hey hav* 
m et \v.th success amt attracted til© attern 
tiou of the public. They are the illu stn 
otts lights th at gathered strength and rill 
iancy in a field w here a thousand ott en* 
lisvi■ guile out. It is a fact th a t a single 
illustrious success in alm ost any d ep art­ 
m ent of life gathers m uch force Horn a 
background 
of 
ta.lure. 
I 
was th lik­ 
ing p artcu larly of 
this w hile h o k in g 
a t th is press, it is undoubted Iv one of tile 
finest ever invented and its use m arks 
an era iii the progress ot printing. You see 
it hears the nam e isaac Adams, tho m an 
who presum ably brought it nto existence 
from bis * vvn mi* d, and m ade it a power 
and a perm anency rn th** production o! 
literary uorks. Now I have been told 
a far different story bv the neighbors 
of Mr. Adams. 
They 
say 
th.a really 
beautiful pres*, capable of doing such fine 
book work, was invented by a matt whose 
nam e was 
ne* cr 
known 
beyond 
tho 
lim its of his ow n little tovvu, and who died 
dem ented und a pauper. T his m an, I am 
inform ed evolved the principles aud drew 
the plans of this press. By som e m eans 
they cam e into tho possession 
of 
Mr. 
Adams, aud while hts nam e becam e a fam il­ 
iar one in tim laud aud rich* s pouted in 
upon hint. tile m an whose on Huai an i in- 
quiring ai rid gave birth to tins idea—so 
potent iii its results—M as forgotten and left 
to die in abject w an t—an object of curi- 
ositv," 
"W ell, those cases are not so verv rare." 
"N ot so rare as they should lie. It is hard 
to tell w hat this unfortunate m an Mould 
have done had he lived and obtained the 
w ealth tlint cam e from this, invention, in 
tile bauds of Isaac Adams it did nobody any 
part cular good. T his eccentric m an lived, 
up to the lim oof ids death, a year or tw o 
ago, iu (lie town of Sandw ich, N. H.. a t a 
place called the Lower Corner. H ere lits 
eccentric actions caused him to be th e talk 
of Hie whole region. He M'as very dissipated 
and his dom estic relations were said to be 
far from happy, hut, in spite of this. he 
m an god to keep h issp ir ta up by putting 
th e spirits dow n—which he did in consider­ 
able quantities. 
"It m ust have im paired his'activ ity .” 
"No, it rath er stim ulated his im agina­ 
tion.” 
"W hat did he do th a t was so very eccen­ 
tric ?” 
"Among oilier tilings he b uilt around his 
farm a iiiqli wall of tine cu t g ranite faced 
upon bot ii aides. T his w all was betw een 
(fight and Ii) feet high and ex:ended a con­ 
st* et able distance into the ground. 'I his 
w all M as ira it t rougliout n as flue shape 
as th e foundation et any building in tho 
town. It was beautiful wink, and m ust have 
taken .‘Ollie thousands cf Mr. Adam s dol­ 
lars. At one place he had a gate the sides of 
which Mere 
bu.lt up to a considerable 
h eight to serve as the bases for two beauti- 
fill m arble statues. One of those was Niota* 
and lier children, and the other, I th in k 
was Apollo. 
They ware standing in July 
M’hen I dro* e by there, in an excellent state 
of preservation. 
They are a genuine work 
of art, aud m ust have co t considerable 
money. One would n atu rally expect such 
beautiful Mont as this to ho n ear a m an ’s 
resi once, hut w here do you suppose Adam s 
had tin so statues placed?” 
"G ive it up.” 
“W ell down behind his stable, a ta consid­ 
erable I istance from his house on tho cor­ 
ner of a cross road—about as wild a plat e as 
there is in town. The gate beside which 
they .stand was m ade to perm it team s to go 
to aud from the sta de. cr. perhaps, from its 
size, it should be < ailed barn.”

Determ in­ 
ing to adopt tin se pursuits as the business 
01 nis life, he was for a num ber of vears tho 
proprieior of the only fish and gam e m ar­ 
ket near his homo. 
His business increased from year to year 
until he found him self the head of a large

In 1 8 3 8, being 
in Canada, 
his attention was arrest© , 
by Die appearance of a num ber of aal men, 
and from their movem ents he judged that 
they were about to prepare a nest tor tin ir 
spawn. Perched in the branches of a i r e, 
he carefully wat Imd them continuously 
for 48 hour*. He observed th a t as soon as 
the s' awn was cast the m ale 'alm on aud 
other fish ate all they could find aud that 
th ete were but a very few eggs 1 ncon- 
sunied. and these the fem ale sedulously 
covered w ith gravel for Concealment. 
Ho had never read up on tho subject, but 
from w hat he there observed he became 
convinced th at fish could 
be artificially 
hatched. From this tim e he devoted his 
entiie attention to m ethods of improving 
tile yield of fish from spawn. He found 
th at 25 per cent, was the hugest product 
of trout or salmon attained by artificial 
means, and he determ ined to increase t,;is 
by avoiding defects which existed in tie 
system then in vogue. Ile began in 1864. 
by gradually dim iii sh jug th e propo Hon of 
w ater to m ilt. finding larger results from 
eaoh dim inution, until, bv using Die joust 
possible quantity, lie had raised the product 
to 95 percent.
